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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Again we have to chronicle a quiet week in 
alithe markets represented by the REPORTER, 
though there isa little better feeling observa- 
ble in some quarters owing to the belief that 
the labor troubles are assuming a more favor- 
able aspect indicating their approaching end. 
There are few nuteworthy features to record, 
the condition of affairs generally being com- 
monplace and unattractive. In paints trade 
continues moderate with occasional fits of ac- 
tivity ina few lines. Oils generally are meet- 
ing with a fair demand considering the unfa- 
vorable circumstances surrounding trade. 
Dyes are dull and depressed while chemicals 
move off slowly. In drugs the demand for 
broken packages is fairly active but the pack- 
age trade is neglected, Petroleum isin an un- 
interesting position, 

The money market continues without any 
change of moment. The supply of loanabie 
funds is still large, and money continues to 
flow toward this center. The rate for call 
loans is 2@2% per cent. Commercial paper is 
scarce and the demand is good. We quote as 
follows: 60 to 60 days’ indorsed bills receivable 
at 334@4 per cent, four months’ commission 
house names at 4@5, and good single names— 
jobbers—having four to six months to run, 44

SUMMARY. 


There has been considerable pressure 
on the columns of the REPORTER this 
week, the lengthy report of the Cotton- 
seed Crushers’ Convention requiring 
more space than usual, but room has 
been made for every item of interest. 
The important developments in the 
cottonseed oil industry during the past 
year give a peculiar interest to the dis- 
cussions at the annual meeting of 
crushers held at Memphis last week, 
and from the stenographic report 
published on another page a full idea 
of the present condition of trade in 
that line will be gained. Interest has 
been revived in the combination of 
plate glass importers and all efforts are 
now directed to patching up the weak 
places and making the organization of 
some account in the way of mutual 
benefit. Wool fat has been brought to 
the surface asa probable soap stock, 
and the article is receiving the atten- 
tion it deserves in Philadelphia, but 
not to any extent in this city; editorial 
reference is made to the important 
field which wool fat is expected to oc- 
cupy. Paris green and its prospects 
are discussed, Gold leaf manufactur- 
ers have organized and advanced prices 
as the first effort to bring about a 
change in the manner of conducting 
business. We defend oleomargarine 
manufacturers from unjust attacks of 
enemies and give both sides of the con- 





troversy. More testimony is added to 
that already published by the RE- 
PORTER relative to the use of animal 
and vegetable oils instead of mineral 
oils in quieting the angry ocean waves; 
it was popularly supposed at the in- 
troduction of this feature at sea that 
any oily substance would do, but sub- 
sequent investigation of the subject 
shows the fallacy of the belief. 


In addition to the many pages occu- 
plied by cottonseed oil, a lengthy re- 
view of the foreign drug market for six 
months will be found in this issue, as 
translated specially for the RE- 
PORTER from Gehe’s report. The 
manufacture of soda ash at Syracuse, 
N. Y,, is fully described. Bids for 
supplying the Government with drugs, 
paints, colors, oils, etc., are announced, 
and proposals solicited for supplying 
various departments run by Uncle 
Sam with similar goods. Manganese 
ores in the United States are referred 
to in two articles. Wholesale drug- 
gists in London have a protective 
association, to prevent thieving in 
their premises. An account is given 
of the Arizona alum beds. More views 
on how to test lubricating oils are 
published from a Cleveland source; it 
is a prolific subject for general debate. 
A dispute over the delivery of a cargo 
of pitch which has agitated the Eng- 
lish trade and finally got into the 
courts is referred to. Some informa- 
tion is given on dissolving coal tar 
colors, and about an important min- 
eral discovery in Pennsylvania. The 
ancient subject of using petroleum as 
fuel is treated again in a new form. 
The anarchists played havoc witha 
Chicago drug store last week, but 
their just deserts are now being meted 
out. The oleomargariue industry has 
been elevated by a favorable opinion 
from the State Board of Health of 
Massachusetts, in whose report full 
details of its manufacture are giveu. 
American wild hops and hopeine is 
the subject of another article appear- 
ing elsewhere. The obituary column 
contains three more tributes to the 
memory of departed tradesmen, and 
other departments will be found as 
complete as usual,

THE CONVENTION OF COTTONSEED 
CRUSHERS. 


The ninth annual convention of the 
Cotton Seed Crushers Association is 
now a thing of the past and will be re- 
viewed by many or all of those present 
as one of the most enjoyable occasions 
of fraternal association. At the open- 
ing session many of the crushers were 
in doubt as to the practicability of con- 
tinuing the organization, but before 
the close it was generally conceded to 
be of too much benefit to be discontin- 
ued, Although President Allison’s ad- 
ress was delivered with difficulty, on 
account of suffering frcm sore throat, 
it was listened to with great pleasure 
and attention as it was full of matters 
of the deepest importance to the trade 
and was delivered in the usual graceful 
style so characteristic of the speaker. 
The interest centered in this meeting 
was, in a great measure, due to his 
masterly leadership and to the manner 
in which he encouraged discussion and 
the reading of papers, which was a new 
feature of interest. It was also a mat- 
ter of congratulation that the various 
committees were able this year to give 
better reports on the subjects in hand 
than before. One great proof of the 
value of an association of gentlemen 
connected with one interest, was the 
question brought up on the first day's 
session concerning the act before Con- 
gress to impose a tax upon manufac- 
tured butter, as they wereable, jointly, 
to transmit a telegram to the various 
representatives in Congress from the 
cotton States requesting their influence 
to defeat the bill. If there had been 
ne other business transacted at the 


(eS 


sessions of the Association, this one 
action alone repays for the trouble of 
attending, if the request is complied 
with. The interchange of views also 
upon the question of the purchase of 
seed was of vital importance to every 
mill represented, as the previous and 
present high prices have been 
and are altogether against: the in- 
terests of the various crushers, <A 
few years ago from six to eight 
dollars per ton were paid for seed and 
the crushers obtained forty to fifty 
cents per gallon for crude oil, and 
twenty to twenty-five dollars for meal. 
During the last season they began by 
buying seed as high as thirteen dollars, 
which price dropped slowly till it 
reached eight dollars, which is cer- 
tainly a large reduction from the price 
paid at the start, but eight dollars is 
still too high, as it leaves much too 
small a margin of profit on the manu- 
factured products,and it is of great im- 
portance that concerted action should 
be taken upon this matter. It is also 
amatter of interest that through the 
efforts of the members of this Associa- 
tion the matters of insurance are likely 
to be adjusted to the satisfaction of 
every mill in the country, although, of 
course, it has taken time and will re— 
quire still more time before the matter 
is perfectly adjusted. It is a matter of 
regret that the resolution which was 
presented, proposing to adimit manu- 
facturers and their representatives of 
supplies, and brokers dealing in cotton 
seed products, were not allowed to be- 
come members of this Association. 
They certainly derive great benefit 
from the meetings held every year and 
many of them expressed a wish to pay 
the same dues as the active members,so 
that they might feelas part and par- 
cel of the concern; it seems to us that 
it was a short sighted policy to exclude 
these gentlemen; the amount paid into 
the treasury by them would have been 
great assistance in carrying out various 
improvements and in defraying neces- 
sary expeuses. It was a great satisfac- 
tion to the members when the election 
of officers occurred, that Mr. J. H: 
Duggan who has so faithfully attended 
and performed the duties of Secretary 
and Treasurer,allowed his name to re- 
main for re-election, as they justly 
recognized the benefit of his experience 
and many good qualities. 

Since the convention adjourned, 
various rumors have been afloat in 
this city and elsewhere, concerning 
the purchase of several mills by the 
American Oil Company. The names 
mentioned by current reports are the 
Union, Greenville, Columbus, Lee and 
several other mills, but up to present 
writing the statements have not been 
confirmed. The REPORTER is advised 
by wire from a Southern source that 
several parties have transferred their 
interests in the crushing business to 
the American Company, but particu- 
lars are withheld. An effort was made 
to obtain further information, but we 
are only enabled to give the gist of the 
rumors as they found currency on the 


streets.

THE PLATE GLASS COMBINATION. 


At the present rate of discounts the 
profit in plate glass affords an ex- 
tremely small amount of encourage- 
ment to those engaged in the business, 
While the prices for other kinds of 
glass have been steadily improving, 
those for plate glass have suffered a 
decline which has almost wiped out 
the little margin previously existing. 
Still there is a combination among 
dealers for the purpose of regulating 
prices, and it would seem to be a com- 
paratively easy matter to sustain them 
since there are less than half a dozen 
people who control this particular 
market. But combinations go not 
always protect those who place their 
faith in them, and this fact has been 
clearly demonstrated with regard to 
the plate glass organization. The 
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manner in which the reduction was | a schedule of prices which will afford 
brought about was somewhat peculiar | a fair profit and at the same time are 


and does not reflect creditably upon 
the strength of the plate glass com- 
bination. According to reports which 
have been pretty freely circulated in 
the trade, one of the parties in the 
agreement endeavored to increase the 
share of business which naturally fell 
to him, by cutting prices, and as he 
did not wish to be recognized in the 
matter, employed a Brooklyn dealer to 
do the work for him, paying the 
Brooklyn man a bonus of ten dollars 
for his trouble. The transaction was 
not long in reaching the ears of other 
members of the combination who im- 
mediately increased their discounts 
from fifty and ten per cent. to fifty, 
ten and five per cent., which not only 
reduced profits to next to nothing, but 
effectually put a stop to cutting. 
Though the combination is broken, it 
still exists. This is a paxadox we will 
not attempt to explain, but will only 
say that we have it on the authority 
of one of the largest dealers in this 
community. There are apparently, 
however, some members of the com- 
bination who are not aware that it is 
still in existence and who are exceed- 
ingly anxious that it shall be rehabili- 
tated. These gentlemen, we are 
informed, also on good authority, have 
held several meetings of late with the 
object in view, but their action has 
not yet come to the knowledge of those 
who believe in the existence of the 
combination. As matters are consid- 
erably mixed, we leave our readers to 
decipher for themselves the true state 
of affairs, considering that we do our 
duty in presenting the various aspects 
of the case. The history of combina- 
tions in the plate glass trade is one of 
many vicissitudes. There have been a 
great many combinations formed but 
none of them have the appearance of 
having been effective.

THE PARIS GREEN TRADE. 


The call for goods consequent upon 
the opening of the paris green season 
has overtaxed the capacity of the 
manufacturers and they are running 
far behind their orders. Everybody 
who has a cantract to be filled “wants 
his deliveries to be made atfonce and 
this, together with the regular demand 
from those dealers and consumers who 
usually wait until the season has 
fairly begun before sending in their 
orders, gives a very lively appearance 
to the market. The indications point 
to a large and prosperous trade in 
paris greeu this season and though a 
good many coutract orders were 
placed during the fall and winter 
months, there is every appearance of a 
much larger quantity being wanted. 
Some manufacturers report that so 
far they are ahead of their sales for the 
last season at this date and that they 
have orders on hand that will keep 
them busy ‘or a long time to come. 
The constantly increasing cost of the 
crude materials, together with the 
dangerous and troublesome nature of 
the process of manufacture renders the 
present selling price scarcely remuner- 
ative, and there is talk of an advance

HIGHER PRICES FOR GOLD LEAF. 


Some weeks since we referred in 
these columns to the fact that the 
manufacturers of gold leaf were en- 
deavoring to form an association for 
the dual purpose of increasing the 
wages of their skilled workmen and 
fixing a schedule of prices that would 
be more remunerative than the irregu- 
lar prices previously prevailing. A 
committee from the manufacturers of

Heretofore great irregularity in prices 
has prévailed, owing to the cutting of 
rates by dealers, and in the circular in 
which the manufacturers announce the 
advance the dealers are requested to 
hereafter ask a fair profit and not to 
dispose of the article at cost or nearly 
so. The manufacturers endeavor to 
make their position clear by stating 
that it has been no secret for a few 
years past that gold leaf has yielded 
but a pauper living to the skilled 
workman and “a very small commis- 
sion not worthy of being called a profit 
to the manufacturer.” The dealer or 
consumer never knew when he was at 
the bottom and, when the manufac- 
turers found the workmen were organ- 
izing to demand better wages, they 
saw that the only way out of the 
dilemma was to anticipate this threat- 
ened state of affairs by cheerfully 
advancing wages and covering the 
increased cost of production by fixing 
aprice that would admit of a mode- 
rate profit. They have endeavored at 
the same time to protect the consumer 
and dealers so that these latter might 
feel secure in the fact that their pur- 
chases had been properly made and 
that their competitors paid the same 
rates. The association, we understand, 
includes every manufacturer in the 
country and to insure its integrity a 
penalty of $100 will have to be paid by 
any member who violates the agree- 


ment.

ANIMAL VS. MINERAL OIL ON 
TROUBLED WATERS. 


In November last in commenting 
upon a report from the Hydrographic 
Office of the Navy Department describ- 
ing the efficacy of oil in calming heavy 
seas, we pointed out the superiority of 
auimal and fish oils over any of the pe- 
troleuam products. Our conclusions 
were drawn from the preponderance 
of evidence in favor of the latter, 
although there were many advocates 
of mineral oil who firmly believed in 
its efficiency. It bas been demon- 
strated that the principal point in fa- 
vor of animal or vegetable oil is the 
fact that a much smaller quantity will 
effect the purpose than is required of 
wineral oil while the result is more 
quickly attained. Our views are sup- 
ported by the hydrographer who in 
his report for April says; ‘‘The use of 
mineral oil is not recommended, while 
the importance of carrying a supply of 
animal or vegetable oil, to be used in 
emergencies cannot be overestimated.” 
He finds that the evidence of the value 
of such oils for the purpose of break- 
ing the force of the waves during a 
storm continues to be of the most sat- 
isfactory nature and urges shipmasters, 
in view of the undoubted efficacy of 
this means of safety to make experi- 
ments whenever the opportunity oc- 
curs, reporting results to the Hydro- 
graphic office. In the report quoted a 
number of interesting incidents are 
cited in support of what can no longer 
be termed a theory. In three of the 
four cases reported the simple expedi- 
ent was resorted to of hanging perfor- 
ated canvas bags, containing a gallon 
toa gallon and a half of eil over the 
bows, the result being almost instan- 
tanevus, the vessels riding out the 
storm safely. The captain of the brig 
Hyperion saved his vessel by using fish 
oil, in the worst storm of his thirty 
years’ experience. Another brig which 
left the same harbor at the same time 
has not been heard from since. The 
steamship Ohio was saved from an un- 
pleasant experience by the use of lin- 





seed oil and the steamship Bohemia 














































was similarly saved after considerable 
damage had been done by the waves. 
In each case oakum was saturated with 
the oil and placed in canvas bags in 
which several holes had been punched. 
In the fourth instance a mixture of lin- 
seed and kerosene oil was used with 
good effect, in this case a bed quilt sat- 
urated with the oil being hung over 
the bows and a quantity of oil being 
thrown over the side.

WOOL FAT AS A NEW SOAP STOCK. 


In Philadelphia circles during the 
week, there has been an interesting 
discussion on the utilization of wool 
fat, which has been demonstrated to 
be more valuable than the wool itself. 
The discussion has brought out some 
facts which, if put to practical test, 
may ultimately lead to the establish- 
ment of an immense industry, as the 
recovery of the fat and its sale as a val- 
uable commercial product will greatly 
add to the value of the wool in the 
grease. It is claimed that the fatty 
substance obtained from the wool of 
sheep, which has heretofore been 
treated as waste matter, expensive to 
get rid of and not worth saving, opens 
up anew field to soapmakers, as the 
grease absorbs more than its own 
weight of water, and it has been a de- 
sideratum with soap manufacturers to 
get as much water as possible into 
their products. Unwashed wool is 
said to contain sixty per cent. of fat, 
which is formed in the glands of the 
skin or merino sheep and that billions 
of pounds have been thrown away an- 
nually. A costly process of extraction 
has been patented in Europe and this 
country by Prof. Leibreich to whom 
belongs the merit of later investiga- 
tion. Parties in Philadelphia who 
have been investigating the subject 
are convinced that as soon as competi- 
tion in methods of extraction and sup- 
plying has an opportunity to affect its 
price, that wool fat will be as cheap as 
lard or tallow. It promises to develop 
great value in relation to a variety of 
chemical and manufacturing uses, be- 
sides medical practice.

A SLANDER ON OLEOMARGARINE 
MANUFACTURERS. 


The correspondent of a daily com- 
mercial paper of this city, who is rep- 
resented to be a leading down-town 
merchant,-has volunteered his opinion 
of oleomargarine and butterine, a 
portion of which we give herewith: 

“These bogus dairy goods are the greatest 
fraud of the ae, and if sold for what they are 
and on their merits they could not live a day. 
It it a miserable business, and carried on by an 
unscrupulous class of men that are ready to 
sell anything that will pay an illegitimate and 
unwarranted profit, and are no benefit to any 
community. I don’t believe one-half the truth 
has ever been told of the methods and materi- 
als used in the manufacture of the disgusting 
fraud, The courts seem indifferent and luke- 
warm in enforcing the law. Itis demuralizing 
to the dealerand a gross fraud on the poor, the 
igaorant and unsuspecting. The man who sells 
it only does so because he can secure an illegit- 


imate profit.” 

The writer of the above is either in- 
terested in the butter business, or he is 
ignorant of the manufacture of the 
imitation aiticles. To assert that the 
trade in oleomargarine is conducted by 
an ‘unscrupulous class of men,” is an 
absurb declaration against numerous 
reputable firms in all parts of the coun- 
try, whose names were published in the 
REPORTER some weeks ago. For the 
benefit of the gentleman who has at- 
tacked the legitimate oleomargarine 
trade, and all others who are disposed 
to entertain similar views from a lack 
of knowledge vpon the subject, we 
publish elsewhere in this issue the 
opinion of the State Board of Health 
of Massachusetts, which decidedly 
favors the substitute for butter in 
these words: 

“So far as its influence on health is concern- 
ed, we can see no objection to its use. As to its 
prohibition by law, the same law which pro- 
hibited it should alsofprohibit tne sale of lard 


and tallow, and, more especially, all low-grade 
butters, which are far more injurious to health 


than a good, sweet article of oleomargarine. A 
great deal bas been said in regard te the poor 
grade of fats from which the oleomargarine is 
made. Any one making such assertions in 
regard to the fats is simply ignorant of the 
whole subject, When a fat has become in the 
least tainted, it can no longer be used for this 
purpose. as it is impossible to reinove the odor 
from the fat after it has once acquired it.” 

This verdict was arrived at after a 
thorough investigation of the processes 
of manufacture which are also describ- 
ed in anothercolumn. Under the cir- 
cumstances, the average reader need 
not hesitate as to which statement to 
accept as reliable—the one framed 
from the unbiased standpoint, or the 
opinion of an enemy who is undoubt- 
edly prompted by competition to speak 
unkindly of oleomargarine.

Mr. Hiram E. Lutz, proprietor of the Dela- 
ware lubricating oil refinery, has nearly com- 
pleted the rebuilding of the press and freezing 
departments of the refinery, which were de- 
stroyed by fire three months ago. He has se- 
cured the most improved machinery and 
doubled the capacity for making oils of low 
cold test in midsummer, high viscosity and fire 
test. 


Tbe Keystone Menganese and Iron Company 
has purchased a large body of manganese ore 
land near Batesville, Arkansas, and is now 
operating it. Two good mines on the property 
have been worked for some years. The proper- 
ty was formerly owned by a man named Wood- 
ward, who sold out to the company named 
above.

The story told by his 
mother, with whom he lived, was that her son 
went to Hoboken on Friday last and stopped 
ina drug store to get a dose of Rochelle salts, 
taking it in a glass of soda water. He noticed 
the stuff had a peculiar color, and shortly after 
his return to the Exchange he was taken ill. 
He went to his home and a physician found 
that he was suffering from extreme gastritis, 
and. said he had probably swallowed some 
strong corrosive poison. Antidotes were ad- 
ministered without avail. and he died as stated. 


J.8. Thompson, of 8t. Clair, Mich., is report- 
ed in the Detroit Tribune to have spoken as 
follows on the salt industry of Michigan: **Salt? 
Why, Michigan is bound to bea great salt-pro- 
ducing State. The product now is 3,000,000 bar- 
rels a year, or fully half of the total salt pro- 
ductior of the United States, which fall short 
several million barrels of the demand. In a 
few years, however, Michigan and New York 
will be producing enough to supply every salt 
celler in the United States and have plenty for 
cooking purposes too. Our block at St. Clair is 
now producing 300 barrels a day; some of the 
blecks further down the valley are producing 
350 or more, The depth of the borers varies 
from 1,200 to 1,700 feet. A paying industry? 
Yes, it isa good steady business, with no par- 
ticular flurries in the market. Trouble with 
labor? None yet, and we do not expect any.” 


OBITUARY. 


PAUL TRENGOTT FRITZSCHE, 


The drug trade and the National Wholesale 
Drug Association, have lost by death another 
well known and respected member, in the per- 
son of Mr. Paul T. Fritzsche, of the firm of 
Fritzscbe Brothers, distillers and importers of 
essential oils, essences and flavoring extracts, 
and conducting the American branch of Schim- 
mel & Co., of Leipsig, Germany. His last day 
at busineas wus on Thursday week, when he 
appeared in excellent spirits and health. On 
the following day he found it necessary to 
remain in the house, but considered his illness 
of short duration and fully expected to be out 
againinaday or two. Every hour brought 
him unconsc‘ously to the grave, however, and 
on last Friday morning about five o’clock, his 
sufferings were ended by death, after a sick- 
ness of one week. The attending physician 
pronounced the cause as Bright’s disease. 

Mr. Fritzsche was a native of Leipsig and 
born September 8, 1846. After a thorough edu- 
cation in the leading college of that place, and 
doing the prescribed military service of the 
country, he followed the profession of analyti- 
cal and manufacturing chemist until 1866, when 
he came to America and located in Cincinnati 
where several good connections were formed 
with business houses requiring the services of 
a chemist. Being an officer of the German 
Army, he was recalled to his native country at 
the commencement of the Franco-Prussian war 
but the existing circumstances did not require 
his presence long. In 1870 Mr. Fritzsche re- 
turned to the United States and made New 
York city his headquarters where he estab- 
lished soon after a branch of Schimmel & Co., 
at No. 60 Cedar street, and conducted business 
under the firm name of Fritzsche, Schimmel & 


Co. This waschanged in September i, 1877, to 
the present style ot Fritzsche Brothers, the 
firm being composed of Messrs. Pau), Herman 
and Ernest Fritzsche. The deceased gentle- 
man was also a member of the firm of Schim- 
mel & Co., at Leipsig, and had for partners bis 
father (who is 80 years of age) and two broth- 
ers, all of whom are residents of Leipsig. The 
New York house was conducted solely by Mr. 
Paul Fritzsche and as he possessed excellent 
business qualifications, he met with great suc- 
cess in his undertaking. As already known, he 
was the author of Fritzsche’s test for oil of 
peppermint, and gave it to the trade afew 
months ago, The sudden death will be quite a 
shock to the relatives abroad, as they fully ex- 
pected to see him in a few days from the fact 
that all the necessary preparations had been 
made by Mr. Fritzsche té depart on his annual 
European trip 'ast Saturday—the day after his 
demise. The bereaved family consists of a 
widow and one child who reside at 158 Hudson 
street, Hoboken. Mr. F. was always a friend 
of the poor and unfortunate, but no one knew 
of his charitable acts except the parties bene- 
fited, as he disliked notoriety and conducted 
every affair of life in an unostentatious man- 
ner, Everybody had the highest respect for 
him on account of his personal worth and pop- 
ular traits of character. 





WILLIAM E. HINES. 

The death of William E, Hines, which occur- 
red at his residence in Brooklyn last week, adds 
another prominent and respected name to the 
list of business men who have passed away 
since the month opened. Mr. Hines was a na- 
tive of Rhode Island, and at an early age began 
his business career asa clerk for his brother, a 
prominent shoe merchant. In 1854 he went to 
Zanzibar as agent for the firm of Rufus Green 
& Co.,of Providence, R, I., remaining there 
for twelve years, and filling his position with 
such faithfulness and ability that he was made 
a member of the firm of Arnold, Hines & Co., 
wheu it was formed in 1865. He returned to 
New York that year and remained here 
until the time of his death, devoting his 
entire time and energies to the business 
which he was largely instrumental in building 
up. Some years since he was prostrate 
by sunstroke, and this combined with a disease 
contracted while of the east coast seriously 
undermined his health and eventually resulted 
in his death. Mr. Hines was fifty-eight years 
of age and is spoken of by his business and 
social friends as a mao of the highest character. 
In a business career of over a quarter of a 
century not a blemish was found on his char- 
acter, while his generous and noble nature en- 
dears his memory to those who were honored 
with his friendship. His tastes were quiet and 
domestic and he shunned public life, his beau- 
tiful home and interesting family being far 
dearer to him than the excitement of politics. 
He leaves a wife and a daughter, who is now 
abroad completing her education. While in 
Zanzibar Mr. Hines acted as Consul for the 
United States, but this is the only public posi- 
tion he occupied during his useful and active 
life. 





DR. JOHN FARR WEIGHTMAN. 


Dr. John F. Weightman,of the firm of Powers 
& Weightman, and eldest son of tne senior 
partner of that house, died at his residince,No. 
1,915 Walnut street, Philadelphia, on the even- 
ing of Thursday, 6th inst., in the forty-first 
year of his age utfer a prolonged flncss from 
consumption. Dr. Weightman was a gentle- 
man of cultivated tastes and intellectual ac- 
quirements. He had availed himself of the ad- 
vantages of travel and the privileges of the 
best schools, both here and abroad, graduating 
from the medical department of the University 
of Pennsylvania,and brought to his aid in the 
practical affairs of business a mind well stored 
with information on general subiects, as well 
as those pertaining to his special pursuits. Of 
serious disposition, guarded in his language, 
careful in his criticisms, he ;yet was possessed 
of an energy equalled by few, and a will power 
that may be said to have been indomitable. 
Nothing but physical inability could thwart his 
fixedness of purpose, and uncomplainingly and 
cheerfullyshe relinquished his enjoyment to ac- 
complish what he felt called upon to perform, 
Surrounded by everything calculated to make 
life attractive, he resisted the allurements of 
pleasure, and to the last made duty the rule 
governing his actions. Ic is with unfeigned 
regret that we are valied upon to announce 
the untimely death of one whose life was so 
full of promise.

Broker Platt B. Crosby, late of New York, 
has been elected a member of the Pittsburg Pe- 
troleum Exchange. 

The Baden Natural Gas Company’s new well 
hasan estimated capacity of frum nine to ten 
million cutic feet of gas a duy. 

The Doyle barrel works at Franklin, Pa., has 
been sold tothe Standard, The works have 
been shut down, involving a loss to the town of 
$1,000 a montb. 

Guffy, Miller & Co, have abandoned their 
weli on the Parks farm, Middlesex, Butier 
county.

It is said to be as large as any well 
in the Murraysville district. 

Emery & Schuyler’s test well at Black Ash, 
Crawford county, Pa., bas been abandoned at a 
depth of 1,400 feet. Other wells are to be 
drilled there soon,but from present advices the 
probability of any gushers being struck in that 
vicinity seems to be rather small. 


The Donlcy well at Mt. Morris, Greene 

county, is drilling at a depth of 700 feet aud the 
Gregg well is 2,000 feet down. The Girard con- 
tinues to put out 12 barrels per day. The old 
Tanner well Is still doing 8 to 10 barrels daily. 
It has been producing since 1866, 
“ The shipments of petroleum from this port 
last week aggregated 4,186,562 gallons, princi- 
pally to German ports. The exports since Janu- 
ary 1. 1886, have been 43,226,716 gallons, while to 
the corresponding period of 1885 they were but 
87,046,450 gallons.—Philadelphia Record, 


The American Gaslight and Heat Co., of Phil- 
adelphia, have in operation at Darby, in Dela 
ware county, their apparatus for the manufac 
ture of illuminating gas and gaseous fuel from 
petroleum, superheated steam and air,a pro- 
cess which, it is claimed, combines the advan- 
tages of cheapness of construction, economy in 
its actual working and purity of the gas.

On Sunday the McCalmont 
Oui Company bad twenty-eight welis on fire, 
nearly aliat the same time, on their lease at 
Balt Rising. ‘The cigs of these twenty-eight 
Wells were entireiy destroyed with all the tanks 
at the wells, some of which contained a con- 
siderabie quantity of oil. 

Mr. Worthington, representing Johnson &

The erection of these works will bea good 
thing for independent refiners, as it is under- 
stood that the proprietors lean that way, as it 
will make a good market for their tar, and in 
other ways help them The gentleman who is 
the leading spirit is named Cummer. 

The Thayer & Settheimer well, the largest 
producer in the United States, was struck by 
lightning last Thursday. The rig and three 600- 
barrel tanks, containing from 800 to 1,000 bar- 
rela of oil, were burned. The last guage taken 
showed fifteen inches, equal to sixty-eight bar- 
relsan hour. The well flowed by heads, and 
continued burning until late in the afternoon, 
when the fire was extinguished and the oil 
turned into tanks. The loss to the company 
will probably reach $4,000. The People’s Light 
and Heat Company also had a 600-barrel tank 
burned at Gordon No. 1 at the same time. 
There was only one foot of oil in the tank, they 
having run it off the day before. 


A correspondent of the Bradford Era asserts 
that the time is near when Kentucky, West 
Virginia and Tennessee will be the great center 
of oildom in America, asthe oilage in Pennayl- 
vania is drawing to a close. Kentucky and West 
Virginia are mentioned as coming paradises for 
oil men. Lumber is plenty and iron ore veins 
have been recently discovered in West Virginia 
and Kentucky measuring in thickness from 
four feet to twenty-six feet, yielding from 57 
to 62 per cent metallic iron, and a great portion 
of it completely adapted to the manufacture 
of steel. Mention is made of a vein of iron ore 
in Kentucky of about two and one half feet in 
thickness that is so pure that horseshoes, sledge 
hammers and crowbars have been made ina 
common blacksmith shop from the crude article. 


Long continued low prices have forced the 
producer to constantly study out new methods 
to cheapen the cost of production, and this he 
has done so successfully that he can now reap 
a profit from prices that years ago would have 
closed everything down. Thus, though we 
may never again see old time quotations, we 
may enjoy old time prosperity. The refined 
market is very quiet, as is usual at this season 
of the year. Quotations remain as before, 141% 
cents. Such preparations are being made as 
must ensure a heavy seasun’s trade, and a 
larger output than we bave everknown. The 
refiners are vieing each with the other in im- 
proving the quality of the oil, and the consum- 
ers will have placed before them an illuminant 
equal te the best imported article at a consid- 
erably lower price.—Petrolea, Ont , Topic.

Mr. Chapin wasa 
pioneer in the Oil Creek developments and for 
years was at the head of a refinery in Franklin, 
Pa. He is a man of large capital and wide and 
varied experience in all departments of the oil 
trade. He operates in Bradford, Mr. Mac Mul- 
len having charge of the New York end, Since 
the alliance the business has largely increased, 
and Mr. Mac Mullen is daily quoted ia the press 
as one of the most prominent and heaviest op- 
erators onthe floor, The firm deserves suc-

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Manganese Ores in the United States. 


Mr. Joseph D.Weeks, editor of the American 
Manufacturer and Iron World, gives the fol- 
lowing explanation of the statement he pre- 
pared for the U. 8. Geological Survey. regard- 
ing the production and value of the manganese 
ores mined in the United States during 1885: 


“There are three chief localities in the United 
States from which manganese ores are shipped, 
the Crimora Mines, which produced upwards 
of 18,000 of the 18,745 tons of manganese ores 
mined in Virginia; the Cartersville district, in- 
cluding several mines in Georgia, which pro- 
duced all crediied to that state; and the Bates- 
ville district in Arkansas, likw the Cartersville, 
including several mines and producing all the 
ore shipped. From Virginia also came 3237 tons 
of what is termed manganiferous iron ores car- 
rying from 30 to 45 0r more per cent of man- 
ganese, averaging about 39 percent. In Mon- 
tana were smelted for its silver 4,263 tons of 
manganese ores. 

In view of the wide-spread interest among 
iron metallurgists in manganese ores and the 
earnest search for them the amount produced 
seems exceeding small, but 26,495 tons, which 
were utilized for their mangunese. The total 
value of this at the mines—for we suppose that 
in accordance with the practice of the Geologi- 
cal Survey, the value isat the mine, not at 
point of consumption—was but $207,699, or but 
$7.83 a ton, a very insignificant value. Neither 
the tonnage raised nur the value of the same 
justifies the furore over the ores. In view ef 
the demand they cannot be said to be very 
scarce or the price would have been more than 
that given. Roughly speaking, a 50 per cent 
manganese ore has been worth at Pittsburg 
the last year about double whata good 65 per 
cent. Lake Superior iron ore was worth, 


No doubt part of the vigorous search for 
these ores is to be ascribed to the “bonanza” 
developed at Crimora, Virginia, the story 
and profits of which have lost nothing 
by the letting, and the latter of which will 
probably be found much less than is pop- 
ularly believed. But then at present 
there is but one Crimora and no positive indi- 
cations of another, though it is by no means 
impossible that another may be found, There 
is probably no mining as deceptive and so dis- 
astrous to the finances and hopes of the miner 
as manganese. All deposits of value now mined 
in this country, or those that have been, are 
pockets, more or less extensive, sometimes 
with other pockets contiguous, but oftener 
not. The most flattering prospects for ore and 
afortune are gone in anight. The pocket is 
exhausted, and money and skill and patience 
are exhausted in a vain attempt to recover it. 
There are hundreds of localities in this country 
where manganese has been mined of which this 
is the history: a few tons, some hundreds at the 
most, are taken out and the pocket is exhaust- 
ed. Somewhere and sometime, however, we 
have faith to believe that Crimora No.2 will be 
found, and he will be fortunate who finds it, 
But if the cost of all the attempts that 
have been made to find this manganese El 
Dorada are charged up against it, it will be an 
expensive oue,”’ 
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The Convention of Cottonseed 
Crushers.

MEMPHIS, Tena ,May 7, 1286. 

Following is the stenographic report of the 
proceedings of the Ninth Annual Meeting of 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association, held at Mo- 
zart Hall, this city, commencing May 4, 1886, 
the preliminary announcement of which was 

sent you by wire on the first day of meeting: 

At 11:45 on Tuesday morning the meeting was 
called to order by president Allison, vice-presi- 
dent Urquhart and secretary Duggan being 
also present. 

The President—Gentiemen, I desire to say, 

before proceeding to the regular business of 
the convention, that as a number of delegates 
who are not now present, are expected to ar- 
rive in the city this evening and to-morrow, it 
has been suggested that the call of the roll be 
omitted until to-morrow’s session. If it isnow 
the pleasure of the convention that the roll 
shall be called in regular order, of coursv it 
will be done, and the secretary will read the 
roster of the mills prepared from the attend- 
ance at the last convention. We have a roll, 
prepared at some trouble and pains by the sec- 
retary, of all the oil millsinthbe country. A 
great many of these mills, of course, have 
never become members of the association, and 
if it is the pleasure of the delegates that roll 
will be read in lieu of our own roll. I would be 
very glad to hear some expression of opinion 
from the convention. If not, the secretary 
will read the roll as he has it here from our 
own attendance last year. We will proceed 
With the business of the convention after that 
ig done and call the roll to-morrow. 
# Mr. Baker—I move that we call the roll as it 
stands to-day. The milis as they arrive can be 
added. I for one am here for business and I 
think it would be the most business like way 
for us to call the roli at this session. 


The President—I will assume, Mr. Baker, that | 


such is the wish of the convention. A motion 
is not necessary. 1 will accept the suggestion 
and the roll will be called. 

The Secretary then called the roll when the 
following named mills responded:

@ When this was done the President addressed 
the meeting as follows: 

Gentlemen—At our last convention, the Sec- 
retary was directed to make drafts upon those 
mills that had not paid their dues for the year. 
He did so; and there are still a number of mills 
that failed to respond to those drafts. A great 
many of them have been returned dishonored, 
If it isthe pleasure of the convention, a list 
will now be read, of the mills that signed the 
roll last year whose dues still remain unpaid, 
Some of them are for last year, and some are 
for the year preceding that. However, these 
latter mills were dropped from the rolls. Of 
course it is entirely probable that a great many 
of these drafts may have been misunderstood; 
and for that reason have failed to receive prop- 
er attention at the hands of gentlemen repre- 
senting the mills. If any of the delegates pres- 
ent desire to now pay these drafts, there is no 
objection to their doing so. 

There being no objection offered, the Secre- 
tary read the list of those who were in default 
for the dues of the year 1844, and then read the 
list of the mills in arrears for the year 1885. 

The President—Gentlemen: If there is any 
delegate who desires to make and explanation, 
or statements with regard to this matter, we 
willnow hearhim, It has always been our 
custom to consider such statements at this stage 
of the proceedings. 

Mr Elder—I wish to state, Mr. President, that 
I was present at the meeting of the Association 
held at Chicago in 1883, and paid the fee due at 
that time. After that time, we did not attend 
any of the meetings, and did not consider our- 
selves members of the Association, and did not 
receive any of the berefits of it. We now come 
here today, and join the Association again. 
After we had paid the fifteen dollars at Chie 
cago, we thought as we did not attend any of 
the meetings from that time, that we had paid 
allthat was due from us. We did not feel 
pound to pay anything else; and for that rea- 
son the draft was returned, 

The President—I will state that it has been 
our eustom to considera mili once registered 
asa member ofthe Association till the Assgo- 
ciation was notified to the contrary, and dues 
have been assessed against them because of 
that understanding. Of course it is entirely 
within the pleasure of the mill as to whether 
their membership sha}l be continued. From 
the fact that you did not consider your. 
self u member of the Association dur- 
ing that year, I will decide, unlesg 
there is objection from the house that upon 
payment of your dues for this year, you may 
be reinstated. If there is any objection te that 
ruling, J should he yery gad to hoar it at onoe. 


Mr. Simmons—Mr. President: I desire to 
make the same explanation in regard to my 
ease that was made by the last gentleman on 
the floor. I attended none of the meetings and 
enjoyed none of the benefits, so {[ did not con- 
sider myself a member. I did not know 
whether it was an oversight of the secretary 
and treasurer or not, but when the drafts came 
I did not feel like paying ten or fifteen dollars, 
and they were not paid.

membership. The question has occurred to our 
minds, and I thought I would ask older heads 
if that was not the case. 

The President—The object of the record, Mr. 
Simmons, is two fold. The first is that the 
minutes of the secretary may be complete; 
and, in the second place, in order as you have 
very rightly said, that your membership may 
be renewed, That is the theory of the chair at 
this moment—that unless the record was made 
and unless the mill was still a member of the 
Association, the dues would not be collected. 

The secretary stated that the three Memphis 
mills had declined to pay the drafts for dues 
upon the ground that they had withdrawn 
from the Association, though tbey had failed 
to give the secretary any such notice. 

Mr. Baker—Mr. Chairman: It seems to me 
that we ought to permit the three Memphis 
millsto withdraw and not continue to send 
them draftsthat they do not propose to pay. 
It is, in the first place, a great waste of station- 
ery,and as we are now very economical we 
don’t like to be sending it out to no purpose. 

| I suppose our secretary was wise enough to 
| send the drafts “‘No protest,”’ and thus save 
those fees at any rate. I think for my part we 
ought to allow everybody to withdraw that 
wants to, and if anybody repents, and wants to 
come back again, and is willing to pay the f2es, 
lethim doit. But I don’t think it isa good 
idea to have them hanging on the hook when 
they do not profess to be members. 

The President—The fact that they have re- 
fused to pay their fees will be taken as an indi- 
cation of their desire to withdraw. Gentle- 
men, it is now within the pleasure of the con- 
vention to decide whether or not this shall be 
made an open or an executive session, as has 
been our custom, on the first morning of our 
meeting. That point has been settled from 
year to year by the convention itself. The 
Chair would be glad to hear some expression of 
opinion. 

Mr. Baker—Mr. President: I move to make it 
an open session: I want to yet along with 
business, 

Mr. Frank—I second the motion, > 

The motion was carried by a unanimous vote 
aud the Chair declared the session an open one, 
inviting gentlemen who were not directly 
members of the Association to retain their 
places and consider themselves the very wel- 
come guests of the Association. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the Association : 

I must ask at the very outset of this meeting 
your forbearance and indulgence; for I am ex- 
tremely unwell, and extremely hoarse. It is 
with much pleasure that I again accept at your 
hands the honor of assembling you here, and 
of bidding you welcome to our annual conven- 
tion, And for your relief, I may say atthe 
very outset, that I have no idea of trespassing 
on your time and patience with any attempt at 
speech making. ou will allow me to gay, 
however, that your meeting here to-day is one 
of the greatest importance, and upon your 
action will depend whether or not this Agsoci- 
ation is to continue to exist end be made, as it 
was intended to be, a medium for the inter 
change of facts and experience within the line 
of our business, or shall be allowei to pass 
away and be numbered among the things that 
were, and areno more. For we shouid not at- 
tempt to disguise from ourselves that the busi- 
ness which we represent is in an extremely 
unsatisfactory condition. For several years 
at the close of each working season, we have 
been gomenmes to acknowledge that the year 
just cl had failed to bring about the favor- 
able change in our business affairs that we 
hopefully looked forward to, till now with the 
close of this season, we are forced to contem- 
plate results disastrous to many and unprofit- 
able toall. I will make no attempt to point 
out the causes which have tended to produce 
these results. Be itrather your province dur- 
ing your session here to seek them out, and 
when founc, to take what measures your 
wisdom may suggest for their removal, For 
that this is largely within your power, there 
can be no doubt, It isin your power in all or 
in any one of three ways: 

First. In the curtailing of our manufactured 
| product to a point commensurate with already 

cojasmenee market demands at remunerative 
prices. 
Second. Inthe reduction of the prices paid 
for your raw material to a parity withthe de- 
pressed prices of your manufactured products, 


a 


or 

Third; In the opening of new markets and in 
extending the uses of our products. 

The first of these methods presents this un- 
usual difficulty, Our mills already with a large 
proportion of their expenses continuing 
throughout the year, are operated for only 
about one-third, or at most one-half of the 
time, and any lengthening of this period of 
expensive idleness, would mean simply a pro- 
portionate increase in their workiug expense 
during the time of active operation, and there- 
fore an increase in the cost of production of 
what is already being marketed ataloss. The 
second is but the application of one of the very 
first of business principles, one so weil known 
and 60 seif evident that its transgression wouid 
be absent in any other business, and its dis- 
cussion unnecessary in any. other piace than a 
Cottonseed Oil Convention.4 And yet, strange 
as it may appear, that it bag been a cause most 
prolific of ter to our business, I think 
uone of you will deny. The third metu 
od—the extending the uses of our products, 
and. the opening of new markets and ‘ue find- 
ing of new buyers is, it seems to me, that which 
should most engage your efforts, and that 


‘ Which should most engage the especial care of 


your association. Our business has long pre- 
sented this commercial paradox—a bueiness in 
which the price realized for the manufactured 
product does not control the price paid for the 
raw material—a business devoted to the man- 
ufacture of a product depending almost exclu- 
sively upon foreign markets for its buyers and 
with an uncultivated field of consumption 
lying about its very mill doors. I know that it 
will be uged at once by many of you that the 
unsatisfactory c-nditions of which we com- 
plain are not confined to our especial interest; 
that the general manufacturing business of the 
country is depressed; that prices of kindred 


been tor years, and in many cases much below 


not been without their influences; but even 
with this allowed, I think it will hardly be dia- 
posse that with the two anomalies which I 

ave pointed out reconciled could at all times 
be made to returna fair profit on the capital 
invested in it and the labor devoted toit. In 
the removal of the first of these causes—the 
purchase of the seed—Iam aware tbat many 
difficulties will present themselves. The very 
nature of our business necessitates that our 
raw material must all be bought in three or 
four months, while the sale of our products 
continnes through the year; and at the mere 
mention of seed combinations or division of 
territory the indignant opposition of the pro 
ducer is aroused. But careful business calcu- 
lation and foresight must be relied upon to 
protect the one,and candor,fair prices and hon- 
estdealing will disarm the other. 

But of equal, if not more importance, is the 
question of the disposal of the products,,of the 
openin’ oi markets buth for oil and meal, and 
the more active cultivation of fields already 
partially occupied. And this is indeed more 
directly within the province of this Association 
than is the question of seed purchases; for these 
being largely affected by natural surroundings, 
come naturally within the scope of subordin- 
ate organizations, while the question of mar- 
keting tke products is alike the concern of all. 

And in this connection I am constrained to 
repeat to you what I have already said to you 
on this point a year ago—that nothing is better 
known among ourseives, or is more readily 
conceded by those who are in a position to 
speak with authority, either from a practical or 
scientific standpoint, than that neither at home 
nor abroad has cottonseed meal been accorded 
tue proper place either as a feed or fertilizer in 
comparison with other materials in the use for 
those purposes. In fact, utterly disregarding 
one of these pnrposes we bave, in the fertiliz- 
ing needs of our community, and for the most 
part immediately about our mili doors, a fleld 
which under proper cultivation could be made 
to consume every ton of meal now made. 

We know, too. that there are foreign markets 
consuming large quantities of similar oils, but 
in which cottonseed oil is comparatively 
a stranger. And we need no _ better 
evidence than the experience of our own home 
markets of only a short time ago, to prove that 
under proper care and conditiuns cottonseed 
oil may be made to take an important piace in 
the daily needs of our own people, I know that 
it may be said, and with much pertinency, that 
these are rather flelds for individual effort, and 
individual enterprise. But it should be remem- 
bered that not only is the process of opening 
new markets and the development of new fields 
generally slow and laborious,and at first so 
little productive of profits as not to invite indi- 
vidual efforts; but that individuals are not apt 
to attempt the o. ening of new fields, however 
tempti. gin appearance, in whick the moment 
they are opened, they ure sure to find the com- 
petition of their kindred manufacturers. These 
efforts then belong to you collectively and not 
as individuals, The agencies through which 
they could be made are various and will doubt- 
less occur toallof you; but most prominent 
among them, it seems to me would be the per- 
sonal effurt of competent persone employed for 
the purpose, or through the powerful agency 
of the press, Either or both of these are at 
your command, and at your command at an 
expenditure of money aud Jabor that would be 
but insignificant as compared to the interests 
to be atta ned. In fact Ido not feel that I ex- 
aggerate when I assert that to crevte a fertili- 
zer demand ian the Southern States that would 
consume the larger proportion, if not entirely, 
all the present product of cottonseed meal, at 
home, needs but the proper presentation to 
our people of its merits for this purpose. I 
know that something bas been done by indi- 
vidual mills in this direction, and where done 
intelligently, with good results. Butany vig- 
orvus and sustained effort for this end is veyond 
the reach of any one muiil, and is directly witbio 
the province of the Association, and should be 
undertaken by it at once, with vigor and ener- 
gy. OUneor two good men with a thorough 
comprehension of the suvject, and of recog- 
nized autberitesin matters of advanced ugri- 
culture, and to whom the columns of the coun- 
try newspapers wou.d be opened, would create 
a revolution in this branch of our business, 
which would be of incalculable benelit, not 
alune in the disposal of our meal product, but 
in what is neariy as important, in the stopping 
of the waste anu use at home by the planters ot 
that large portion of the seed crop, which now 
every year remains unmarketed. And while 
the amount of the expenditure necessary for 
the work would be too great, and its results too 
indirect to warrant its being undertaken by 
any individual mill, it would fali but lightly 
upon any one when divided among ali the 
members of this Association, ail of whom would 
share alikein its benefits, And I trust that 
this may be a matter for your serious consid- 
eration and vigorous action bere, 

Many other points of kindred interest might 
be mentioned. But they will all doubtuess 
appear in their proper piace durin, your dis- 
cussion here, and it would be unnecessary for 
metomention them. And so remembering 
my promise not to occupy to much of your 
time and attention, and again thanking you for 
the honor you have done me, and wishing you 
a harmonious and pleasant session, | announce 
that the Convention is ready for business. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Mr. Aldige—Mr. Chairman: I move that the 
address of the President which we have just 
heard with so much pleasure, be spread upon 
the minutes, and made a part of the proceed- 
ings of this convention, and I call upon the 
Vice-President, Mr. Urquahart, to put this 
motion. 

This motion was seconded and unanimously 
carried, 

Mr. Aldige—Mr. President: It strikes me, that 
inasmuch as we have come here for business, 
as you have very properly said, that there is one 
very important matter,which bas been brought 
to my attention through the public print within 
a very few days past. Doubtless it has also 
been brought to the attention of every mem- 
ber of the cottonseed oil fraternity,—I refer to 
the butterine bill that has been reported from 


the Committee on Agriculture in the House of 
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Representatives in Congress. This bill is now 
upon the calendor, and will be, possibly within 
avery few days, under discussion. It seems 
to me that any man who is interested in the 
cottonseed oil business must have been struck 
with the fact that shoulda till of that kind paes 
and become a law, it would be one of the most 
serious blows the cottonseed oil business has re- 
ceived for manya year past. It strikes me that 
inasmuch as we have convened here for the 
purpose of attending to business, that is one 
item of business which should be attended 
to at once, without waiting for to-morrow. 

For that reason I move, sir. that a committee, 
of which I trust I shall not be a member as I 
have many other things to attend to, be ap- 
pointed by the Chair, for the purpose of giving 
this matter consideration, and reporting at the 
next meeting as early as possible, the best plan 
to be adopted in order to defeat this bill, if it 
be possible, and prevent its passage. 

The motion was seconded and unanimously 
adopted. 

The Chair appointed the committee as di- 
rected, to consist of Messrs. Aldige, Camp and 
Simmons, and said: “I take occasion to say that 
I consider the matter one of extreme import- 
ance, and I trust the committee will act and 
act at once, and make a report at the opening 
of the session inthe morning. I am informed 
that a letterhas been handed to the secretary 
upon this matter which may be of interest to 
the convention, and unless there is objection 
the secretary will read the letter and a clipping 
which was enclosed with it.” 

The secretary read as follows: 

*PrTrsBpuRG, Pa., April 28, 1886. 
“Maginnis Oil and Soap Works, New Orleans, 
La: 

“Gentlemen—By this mail I send you marked 
copy of to-day’s Gazette and call your atten- 
tion to the bill before Congress, inimical to the 
interests of the manufacturers of artificial but- 
ter and cottonseed oil. 

“It is very important to all interested in 
butter substitutes that this bill, which would 
virtuality wipe out the industry, should not 
pass. Please put your newspapers to work to 
bring to bear directly and indirectly all the in- 
fluence you can upon your repsentatives at 
Washington. Unlike most of the Northern 
senators and representatives, they have no 
dairy constituency to conciliate, and if the cot- 
tonseed oil manufacturers in the South will 
only take the trouble to write on to Washing- 
ton andexplain the situation, there should be 
no difficulty in defeating the bill. 

“We suggest that you write to other oil man- 
ufacturers throughout the South and urge 
them to do likewise. Yours truly, 

“DvuQUESNE Darry Co,” 

The clipping enclosed is as follows: 


“Mr. Emil Winter, of the Duquesne Dairy 
Company of this city, went to New York last 
night in the interest of the manufacture of 
butterine, Representatives of the various 
companies throughout the country will meet 
to-day, and proceed to Washington this even- 
ing. The representatives will make efforts in 
the latter city to defeat a bill to be introduced 
into Congress this week, which proposes to 
levy a tax of ten cents per pound on all but- 
terine made. Mr. Winter intimated that the 
cottonseed oil firms of the South have become 
interested in the question, and are urging their 
congressmen to oppose all legislation on the 
subject. Cottonseed oil is largely used in the 
manufacture of butterine, and if that trade is 
embarrassed the oil trade named will be in- 
jured in proportion.” 

Mr. Baker moved to adjourn until to-morrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, and the motion pre- 


vailed. ; 
SECOND DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


The convention was called toorder at 10:45 
A.M. on Wednesday mornning in the ladies 
ordinary of the Gayoso Hotel by President 
Allison. 

The same mills were represented, and in ad- 
dition the Planters’ of Memphis, the Bienville 
Oil Mills, the Nashville Oil Mill, the Huntsville 
Oil Mill, the St. Martins Oil Mill, the Demopo- 
lis Oil Co.,the Sunflower of Clarksdale, the 
Tyler Oil Mill and the Sunflower of Friar's 
Point. : 

The chairman called for the report of the 
special committee appointed to take action con- 
cerning the bill pending before Congress look- 
ing to a tax on butterine. 

Mr. Aldige on behalf of that committee sub- 
mitted the following report: 

REPURT. 


Your committee has bad under consideration 
the subject matter referred to it, being the bill 
now pending before Congress imposing a tax 
on manufactured butter. After having given 
the matter full consideration, your committee 
begs leave to report that in its opinion it deems 
it to be one of vital importance to the future 
of the cottonseed industry,and recommends 
prompt action in the following manner: 

1. That telegram 3 be at once sent to the rep- 
resentatives in Congress of all States wherein 
cottonseed oil milis are located, to be signed 
officially by the president and secretary of this 
convention. 

2. That telegrams be likewise sent to all mem- 
bers of Congress representing Southern inter- 
ests and to all influential persons who may di- 
rectly or indirectly assist in procuring tke 
influence of representatives in Congress to dee 
feat the bill now pending. ‘ 

8 The above telegrams to be sent by the mills 
themselves, and also in the names of owners, 
officers or stockholders of said milis, or other 
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persons whe may be personally known to mem- 


bers of Congress. 


4. That the expense incurred by the sending 
of said telegrams be refunded by the treasurer 
of this association to the mills or persons send- 


ing the same. 


5. That this convention address at once 
through its secretary a communication to the 
various Commercial Exchanges of the South 
asking their co-operation and assistance in de- 


feating the above mentioned bill. 


6. Your committee suggests that the telegrams 


should embody the following views: 


The bill now before Congress seeks to impose

directly at the interest of Southern cotton 
planters whose seed is sold to cottonseed oil 
mills, whose products enter largely into manu- 
In addition to the damage

Mr. Baker moved to amend the report so as 


to make the telegram sent to representatives in 
Congress show that it was from the president 
of the Cottonseed Association, now in session 
at Memphis. 

Mr. Aldige—I beg to say that the committee 
will accept any amendment which would 
strengthen the report. 

The motion as thus amended was carried, ani 
the report of the committee adopted. 

Mr. Baker suggested that the report of the 
committee mentioned but 130 mills when asa 
matter of fact there are about 160. 

Mr. Aldige—I am willing to make it say 160 if 
you will verify that statement. 

The Chair requested Mr. Aldige to prepare 
the telegram. 

Mr. Aldige—I have already sent telegrams to 
members of the Louisiana delegation. Of 
course Iam not acquainted with members of 
Congress from all the Southern States. 

‘The Chair—I would suggest that the members 
of the Convention furnish Mr. Aldige with the 
names of their representatives, and I further 
suggest that this report be referred back to the 
game committee to carry it into execution. If 
there is no objection I will consider it referred 
to the same committee for that purpose, 

This was accordingly done. 

After some further discussion with reference 
tothe details and suggestions from various 
members of the Convention, the Chairman 
stated that if there were no further suggestions 
the Convention would leave the subject in the 
hands of the committee appointed for that 
purpose. 

Mr. Duggan—The Secrctary stated with 
reference to the assertion or Mr. Baker, made 
ashort time before, that there are 160 oil mills, 
that he had been able to find but 130, and felt 
certain thare were no more. 

The Chairman—We will proceed to the read- 
ing of the minutes of yesterday’s meeting, 

Mr. Aldige, apon the suggestion of the Sec- 
retary that they were somewhat lengthy, 
moved that the reading be dispensed with, 
which was accordingly done, the motion being 
put and carried. 

The Chair—Reports of regular committees 
are next in order. We have been accustomed, 
gentlemen, at the beginning of each day’s 
session to determine whether the session should 
be an executive session or an open one, I 
would be glad to hear from the house upon the 
subject before proceeding with the business 
for the day. 

Mr. Baker suggested that he desired to get 
along with the business of the convention, 
that there were no longer any secrets in the 
cottonseed @il business; and that every one 
knew all there was to be known about it. He 
therefore moved that the sesson be an open 
one. This motion was carried. 

® The Chair—The first committee is that on 
General Kusiness—J. N. Carpenter, chairman; 
E. A. Thorton, &. Urquhart, J. D. Fisher and 
T. R. Chaney. 

Mr. Urquhart—Mr. President: The chairman 
of that committee is not expected till to-mor- 
row. I have not yet had the pleasure ef meet- 
ing him, and he has not submitted any report 
in writing. I would ask till to-morrow for him 
to report. 

There being no objection the Chairman de- 
clared the request granted. | 

The Committee upon Statistics was called— 
Mr, Camp, Mr.Hough, Mr. Brown,Mr.Simmons. 

Mr. Camp—Mr. President: Your committee is 
laboring under the same difficulties as the com- 
mittee last year, being unable to get reliable 
statistics upon which to base such report as 
would be of value to the convention, and there- 
fore it has no report to make. But we beg to 
say this, which may not be out of place, in the 
way of consolation to the crushers, that with 
the great resources of our country there is no 
immediate danger of a failure of the supply of 
cottonseed. Statistics show seven million bales 

of cotton in 1885-6, which gives us about three 
and one-half million tons of cottonseed. Taking 
from that the amount consumed by the crush- 
ers, variously estimated at from 680.000 bo 700,- 
000 tons, and 30,000 tons used for seeding pur- 
poses, it leaves an excess of about 2,400,000 tons

On motion of Mr. Baker this report was re- 
ceived and adopted. 

Committee on Cake was called—Messrs. Ma- 
ginnis, Adoue, Nelson, Grebs and Hanauer. 

Mr. Maginnis stated that the committee had 
no written report to make; but the Secretary 
had a letter which he submitted and asked; to 
be read. which was done. 

The letter was as follows: 

New ORLEANS, May 1, 1886, 
Jno. H. MAGINNIS, Chairman of Cake Com- 
mitte, 

Dear sir:—The variableness in quality of cot- 
ton cake has been very remarkable this season. 
Unfortunately there has beenso much hard and 
dark cake, which has not been owing toin- 
ferior seed, but apparantly to cooking and 
pressing being different from former seasons. 
The light yellow, well decorticated, oily and 
soft cake is getting very scarce. The plate 
presses produce very hard and mostly dark 
cake, which is very much disliked by con- 
sumers. We have seen, however, some prime 
soft cake, from plate presses, which shows that 
this kind of press can turn out cake which sat- 
isfies consumers. At the same time this sea- 
son, we must add, the plate presses have been 
making cake much harder than they used to 
do. We herewith give an extract from a letter 
received from our correspondent during April 
which relates to cotton cake: 

“The demand forthe time of year is most 
disappointing, and we attribute it solely to 
hardness. We could sell soft cake readily at 
full prices, such as the last parcels, but hard 
quality requires so much care in feeding, is so 
troublesome to break, and is altogether s0 ob- 
jectionable, that farmers are becoming quite 
disgusted with decorticated and are practically 
being driven from using it. Cannot tae crush- 
ers find out some mode of getting as much oil 
extracted as at present, and yet make asoft 
cake? Surely there must be some means of 
doing this.” 

We hope with our correspondent that soft 
cake will be produced next season without loss 
or lessened profit to crushers; for, putting 
aside all other consideratione, we feel sure the 
present bardness is curtailing the consumption 
of cake ina marked degree.

Upon motion the report was received and 
adopted. 

Committee on Meal called. 

Mr. Frank—Mr. President, I have no special 
report to make, but in the absence of any 
special report I wish to make a few sugges- 
tions. 

It is a conceded fact that the Eastern States, 
Georgia, Alabama and the Carolinas,have made 
considerable progress in the use of meal as a 
fertilizer. The mills over there have stimulated 
its use for that purpose, by literature and 
otherwise, and to a certain extent have suc- 
ceeded right well. On the other hand, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Tcxas have done but very 
little in that direction. There are plenty of 
points in those three States where, if the mill 
owners would make exertions such as have 
been made in the Atlantic States, they might 
dispose of a good deal of their meal at home. It 
seems to me that the reason why the mills have 
not made more vigorous efforts to dispose of 
their meal at home has been from the fact that 
till within the last year there has been such a 
foreign demand for the meal at remunerative 
prices, that it has been much better and cheap- 
er to put the meal on board the carsand draw 
sight drafts with bills of lading attached, and 
they have not felt the necessity of doing this. 
But I think this season has shown the necessity 
of relieving the ports, and especially the mills 
at the ports, ofsome of the meal that is con- 
stantly flowing into them from the country 
mills, when those cuuntry mills could certainly 
by working establish a demand for their meal, 
or a great part of it, at home, 

This meal, according to the valuation of 
various agricultural chemists, is worth from 
$28.00 to $30.00 as a fertilizer. I am satisfied 
that by the various mills in the country making 
efforts to that end,a good deal of the meal 
could and would be consumed at home, and 
thereby relieve the various ports of the excess 
of meal shipped, 

Mr. Baker—Mr. Chairman, as I am a member 
of that committee, I will state that I have 
heard within the past few days that they are 
putting up mills in Germany for the purpose 
of grinding our cake into meal there. I trust 
that our Knglish friends will do the same 
thing. I think they would prefer it. They 
are so fond of adulteration over there—they 
could mix in a great many things that will not 
mix with the cake in grinding it up here. 
Seriously, I think in the future we will not ex- 
port so much meal as we have been doing and 
will send more cake to Europe, where they 
will grind it themselves, They think they can 
make machinery to do it better than we can, 
and if the cake is a little off, they can mix it in 
with the good and grind it all together. 

The Chairman—Is there anything further to 
be said upon the subject, gentlemen? 

Mr. Aldige—Is there not a letter on this mat- 
ter, Mr. President? I believe the letter is prob- 
ably the most important thing we have. 

The Chair—The secretary will read the letter 
referred to, which he did as follows: 

New ORLEANS, April 29, 1889. 
J. H. DuaGan, Esq., Secretary and Treasurer 
Crushers’ C. 8. Ase’n, City. 

Dear Sir—In conformity to your request to 

address you in regard to the article of cotton 























seed meal, I beg leave to say that this article 
isexported in large quantities to the Conti- 
nent, and especially to Germany, which takes 
the bulk of all that is being shipped. Next 
comes Antwerp, to which port I have shipped 
of late years considerably. From my expe- 
rience and from advices which I receive 
almost daily from my own house in 
Germany, I have to report that there 
are frequent complaints as to the quality of 
the savks in which the meal is now being 
shipped, the same not being strong enough to 
guard against breakage and leakage, and con- 
quently we have often reclamations for short- 
ages in weights, 

Ialso would recommend that the mills have 
their cake ground as fine as possible, as fine 
ground meal is decidedly more preferable than 
coarse ground meal, and always meets with 
ready sale. It is also essential that mill men 
should pay attention that the meal is free from 
hulls and lint, Our reports from experts and 
chemists from the agricultural department of 
the Imperial Government that hully and par- 
ticularly linty meal, if fed to cattle is rather 
dangerous, I have been a large buyer and ex- 
porter of cottonseed meal to Germany up to 
this time. My house has traveling agents 
throughout the empire who sell to consumers 
direct. Hence I place large lots of prime fine 
ground meal with facility. 

In conclusion I would suggest that it is de- 
sirable for mutual benefit of both sellers and 
exporters that each mill put its full mill brand 
upon the sacks which will materially facilitate 
business and enable exportersto make offers of 
meal by the brand, This method has generally 
been found most satisfactory. Hoping that the 
foregoing will be acceptable toall whom it may 
concern, I remain Yours very truly,

The president called Mr. Urquhart to the 
chair and addressed the convention as follows: 

Gentlemen of the convention; I would like 
to say with reference to the point made by Mr. 
Frank in regard to working up a home demand 
for meal that we have recently, in the little 
town where I live, Jackson, had two or three 
Inter-State agricultural conventions, given by 
the Illinois Central Railroad Company. These 

conventions have been very largely attended 

by farmers from I!linois, Iowa and Dakota, 

and largely also by farmers from Indiana, 

which as you know contains large dairy inter- 

ests. I took some pains to be at their meetings 

and met and talked with a great many of them. 

I was perfectly astonished to find that except 

from mere heresay,the most intelligent of 
these large dairy farmers knew really nothing 

at all atout cottonseed meal as a feed. They 

recognized it at once theoretically, but they 

knew really nothing about it. I met some very 

intelligent men indeed who knew froma chem- 

ical standpoint exactly what they were feeding 
and exactly what different sorts of feed ought 
to produce in the way of milk. And yet these 
men were perfectly astonished when I informed 

them as to the chemical constituents of cotton- 
seed meal. It seemed an entirely new matter 
to them, and although they came from a coun- 
try where grain is cheap,so cheap as to be 
burned in many places for fuel, I sold some of 
these men cottonseed meal to be taken into 
that country for feed, with what result as to 
the extension of the trade I cannot say of 
course as yet,for the lots that I sold have 
scarcely been used upas yet. I met one very 
intelligent gentleman from Northern I!linois, 

where the creameries or dairies are managed 
by associations, This gentleman was the sec- 
retary of one of the associations at Elgin. He 
attended two and probably three of those cun- 
ventions. He was very intelligent, highly edu- 
cated, and I got from him a great many prac- 
tical ideas and a great deal of information as to 
feeding. I found that although he had gone 
thoroughly into the subject of every sort of 

cake feeding, even so far as to the importation 
of cake from England, had never fed a ton of 
cottonseed meal. He knew of it theoretically, 
but considerei its use as a far away sort of 
thing. He never had been brought in contact 
with it; he never had seen any in the market, 
He did not*know where it could be bought. I 
sent him some as a matter of experiment. 
He had some Jersey cows, and he knew 
what results feed ought to produce. I 
had a letter from him shortly after- 
wards in which he said the results obtained had 
been entirely satisfactory; and I sent him 
another order. I mention this in order to show 
that even in the most improbable districts, 
with some little effort there may be a field 
made for this product, and its market increas- 
ed; and I trust the convention will not adjourn 
without taking some sort of action in the mat- 
ter. Of course no individual mill can go to the 
expense necessary to create a general demand 
fog this cottonseed meal. But I believe it 
would be a good idea for us to employ a man 
to lay the merits of cottonseed meal before the 
people, and I trust the convention will not ad- 
journ without taking some action in the mat- 
ter. 

The President resumed the Chair. 

There being no objection the report of the 
committee took the usual course and was 
adopted. 

Committee on Cooperage was called. 

Mr. Cochran stated that the committee had 
no written report to make. There had been no 
complaints, and the business was supposed to 
be in a generally satisfactory condition. 

Committee of Sacks and their abuse, called, 

Mr, Falle tated that the committee had had 


some correspondence, but they hadno written 
report to make. This committee was for ths 
Memphis and New Orleans District. 

Committee on sacks, for Arkansas and Texas, 

Mr. Ward of that committee placed in the 
hands of the Secretary, reports that he had 
received from various mills. The Secretary 
stated their contents. 

The Central Oil Mill of Texas reported that 
they had not been in operation the past year. 

The Schulenburg mill reported that the num- 
ber of sacks lost and charged off—none. 

Fort Worth Mill did not run, 

The Belton Mill replied that they do not use 
sacks, 

Galveston mill submitted a long letter stating 
that the season had not been made up, and 
they were unable to give any statistics about 
sacks. They had crushed 18,858 tons of seed up 
to the present time. The average loss for the 
last four years was about four thousand bags a 


year. ’ 

The report of the committee was adopted. 

Committee from the Eastern District report- 
ed that they had no repurt to make. They used 
very few bags and consequently lost very few. 
No complaints had been brought to the atten- 
tion of the committee. 

Committee on Finance—Gapt. J. R. Miller, 
reported that the Secretary and Treasurer had 
the funds, At least he supposed so as none had 
ever come to the hands of the committee. 

The Chair stated that the financial report 
proper would be read after the report of the 
Committee on Insurance, 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INSURANCE. 


Mr. Baker—I have not, Mr. President, con- 
sulted any of the other members of the com- 
mittee on the subject except Mr. Frank, who 
was convenient, and we did some good work 
which I will refer tothe Aseociation. I sup- 
pose everybody ‘south of what we call Mason 
and Dixon’s line, is aware that the insurance 
companies in the South have formed an associ - 
ation knowu asthe Southwestern Tariff Asso- 
ciation, and that association controls ail insu- 
rance matters in this territory. That has been 
brought about by a trade that that association 
has effected with the Northern companies—the 
Northern companies agreeing to keep out of 
this territory and the Southern companies 
agreeing to keep out of theirs. The conse- 
quence is that the Southern association dictates 
to ussuch rates as they choose, They havea 
list especially for oil mills, anda wonderful and 
aterrible thing it is to look at. There are 
about 150 items, more or less. We have been 
working py on one with reference to 
linters. They charge one per cent extra fora 
risk on a mill with linters init. We have con- 
tended that linters are a very innooent ma- 
chine, for there never has been a mill burned 
by linters. Tney have got the linters con- 
founded with the cotton gin. Now aginisa 
dangerous machine, but while the linter is like 
agin in some respects, 1t is built en an alto- 
gether different plan, and there is no risk in it. 
We meta special committee of the insurance 
people and satisfied them that there was really 
no special danger in putting that machine in 
any part of the mill. Their list runs from one 
per cent down to one-quarter according to lo- 
cation, andsoon. According to their figures, 
if we had a linter in the press room insursnce 
would cost ten or twelve per cent, but we have 
been working on that matter till bavegot my 
own mill from seven per cent down to about 
.0320. We went over to Atlanta to meet that 
special committee, last year at their own invi- 
tation, to consult about the matter Onthe 
day we got there they bad a base ball geme go- 
ing on, The chairman of the Southwestern 
Tariff Association it seems, is the president of 
the base ball club, and they told us with them 
it was base ball first and business afterward, 
and the cay thing left for us to do was to go 
back 150 miles, as we had come. I may say in 
conclusion now, that I have a propositic n trom 
& mutual insurance company to take my insu- 
rance at .022—from $30.000 to $40,000. Ihave 
not accepted it yet or consummated the mat- 
ter, because 1 had the propositiou Only a day or 
two before I came over here to attend this con- 
vention. My opinion is by working this insu- 
rance matter we will get it down pretty soon to 
living rates. They insure a cotton mill, two or 
three times as dangerous as an oil mii), for only 
two per cent; and their beaters run two or 
three thousand revolutions a minute. We 
have not asingle machine in an oil mill that is 
considered by mechanical engineers as 

rous as those beaters. We report 
progress with reference to insurance, and 
think we are makin good progress. 
One thing more I will state: I was very much 
surpeieet some time since to receive a letter 
from the Secretary of the Tariff Association in 
which he said he was vey giad to know that 
during the last season there had been no oll 
mills of any consequence got into trouble in the 
way of fire; when the fact is that during that 
period three of the best milis in the ccuntry 
were burned. His name was branded on the 
letter with a stamp and the stamp was upside 
sowes - 1 should not be surprised if he was a 

le off. 


The report of the committee was adopted and

The financial report of the Secretary was read 
showing a balance in the treasury of $486.23. 

The Chair—Is there anything to be said upon 
the report that has just been read. 

Mr. Baker-—I would like to hear the report of 
the Secretary as to how many mills are on the 
roster to-day. 

Mr. Duggan—There are 32 signatures here, 
sir, and there are a number of mills represent- 
ed, I think, by Mr. Lewis that have not been 
signed. He told be last night that he expected 

some representatives here, but if they did not 
come he would sign them himself. 

Mr. Baker asked whether under this head was. 
the proper time for the introduction of a 
motion with regard to the assessment for the 
coming season, 

The Chair informed Mr. Baker that it was 
not—that when general business was reached 
he could introduce such motion as he might de- 
sire. 

There being no special committees to report, 
the house proceeded with general business. 

Mr. Baker moved that the assessment of the 
members for the coming year be fixed at five 
dollars each. In making this motion he stated 
4 his reasons for making it that the Association 
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had more money than it needed, and as only 
about 25 per cent. of the mills were represented 
at the convention, the question might come up 
as to whether the Association would live any 
longer. 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Robinson 
and adopted withovt discussion. 

The Chair—Gentlemen: Is there any other 
business to come before the convention ? 

Mr. Urquhbart—I understand, Mr. President, 
that Mr. Aldige is in possession of some infor- 
mation recently received from France with re- 
ference to contemplated action on the part of 
the Freneh Government concerning a tax on 
cottonseed oil. 

The Chair—Mr. Aldige we would be very glad 
to hear from you on this s ubject. 

Mr. Aldige—What I have to say, sir, is very 
short. I have advices with me of very great in- 
terest to the mills. I have taken occasion at 
several former conventions to call the at- 
tention of crushers to the fact that foreign 
governments are seeking to impose additional 
duties and in several instances have imposed 
prohibitory duties on American cotton oil 
This movement has been on*foot, in Frauce, 
especially, fur some time past. In Italy, as 
every oneof you know, an extra duty has been 
imposed, which is almost a prohibitory duty’ 
The result is that this year, comparatively 


The Chair—Is there anything further to be 
said upon this subject? Is it the wish of the 
convention that any definite action shall be 
taken upon it? 


Mr. Robinson—It seems to me, sir, that as we 
willbe in session to-morrow it would be well 
to give us a little time to think about this mat- 
ter and discuss it among ourselves, We will 
then probably be prepared to take intelligent 
action to a better advantage. 

Mr. Simmons —Mr.Aldige has given very well 
the situation in Europe. It isa matter similar 
to the one we discussed this morning, of the 
proposed tax on butterine, and I deem it of 
equal importance. It seems to me that we 
should consider this matter and consider it 
seriously. Wouldn’t it be very well to let us 
discuss it amung ourselves to-morrow? 

The Chair—There can be no question, Mr. 
Simmonds, that the matter is one of vital im- 
portance to the entire interest of the business, 
and I would be glad if some plan could be 
formulated either now or to-morrow to meet 
it. There is really nothing before the house. 
Under this head of general business I would 
like to state that it has been my effort during 
the two terms that I have occupied the chair 
here to have papers presented by various mem- 
bers of the association touching vpon these

In France where large lots of oil have om S considerable effort to 
induce certain gentlemen to present 


heretofore been exported—nearly fifty thou- 
sand dollars last year—this matter has been 
brought very prominently before the public, 
and while Iwas in Europe last summer the 
question was being very thoroughly discussed. 
Finally it has culminated in this manner, that 
petitions very numerously signed have been 
presented from the Chambers of Commerce of 
Versailles, Bordeau and various other ports of 
France for the purpose of asking the French. 
Assembly to pass laws imposing a tax so heavy 
that it will be prohibitory on oil. The question 
has been very much discussed, and the petitions 
have been very numerously signed. I under- 
stand they will be very shortly sent in to the 
government, if they haye not already been 
sent. I have no suggestion to make. The 
crushers themselves can understand what will 
be the effect if they pass. I know from my own 
personal observation, and from frequent inter- 
course with persons who understand these in- 
terests, that the question is exciting great dis- 
cussion ; and I think they stand to-day a very 
great chance of passing in the General Assem 

bly. Ifthat be done, it will prohibit the admis- 
sion of fully fifty thousand barrels of oil, if 
not more, in France. I say crushers can judge 
for themselves. if that is accomplished—that is 
if that bill is carried—in what position the m‘lis 
in this country willstand. I have, as I said be- 
fore, no suggestion to make. I have heretofore 


papers on certain subjects upon which 
they were recognized authority. It has been 
a little embarrassing to make any innovation, 
as no formal papers have ever been presented 
at any of our sessions, and it has been very 
difficult to induce any gentlemen to consent to 
read them, This year I did succeed in securing 
the promise of a number—I believe five—to 
present various papers. I am told by one of the 
gentleman since the Convention that if we de- 
sired it his paper could be ready in the morn- 
ing. Another gentleman has prepared a paper 
upon a subject to which he has given a great 
deal of thought, and has it here with him, but 
being alone, he feels very considerable em- 
barrassment,and begs that he be not called 
upon to read it unless he receives the very de- 
cided invitation of the Convention to present 
it. I mention ‘this simply in justification of 
myself, and to show you why I announced in 
the circulars I issued calling the Convention, 
that these papers would be read. I have prom- 
ised the gentleman that unless there isa de- 
cided expression from the Convention that his 
paper should be presented that nothing would 
be said about it. And I made a promise to the 
other gentleman who agreed to read his paper 
in the morning very much to the same effect. 
Itis now within the power of the Convention 
to say what shall be done in the matter.

Mr. Robinson—I would like to ask Mr. Aldige 
if there was not some committee appointed a 
year or two ago upon that matter? 

Mr. Aldige—At the Chicago convention the 
matter of attempting to have the duties im- 
posed by foreign governments reduced was 
thoroughly discussed, and a committee was ap- 
pointed, and I think a contingent fund was 
raised for the purpose of defraying the travel- 
ing expenses of this committee, and to enable 
them to use the papers on the other side. If I 
remember correctly my honored frien, Mr. 
Baker, was a member of that committee, and 
did go to Europe—but not that same year. 

Mr. Baker—Yes. sir; and when I got over 
there we could none of us talk. 

Mr. Aldige—That year I did not go, and the 
committee had been discharged before I did go. 
I can only say this, gentlemen, that so far as I 
am individually concerned, I have used all the 
influence that Ican command with my friends 
on the other side. I have done that individ- 
ually for the mills that I represent of course, 
for it was for the interest of those mills and of 
myself that Ishould doso. I have used what 
personal influence I could in that direction; 
and I may go to the extent of saying thata 
great mapy of the editorials that have appear- 
ed on the other side in the foreign papers have 
possibly been to some extent written from my 
office and adopted, and assumed as the editor- 
ials of the papers.

After some discussion upon motion,both gen- 
tlemen referred to by the Chair were requested 
to read their papers to-morrow morning. 

The Chair—Under this head of general busi- 
ness, gentlemen, it has always been the custom 
of the Convention to invite gentlemen on the 
outside—manutacturers of machinery, or any- 
body having anything of interest to the Associ- 
ation—to take the floor and make any explana- 
tion or presentation of anything they may have 
to bring before the Convention.

Unless there is some objection the 
Chair will follow the usual custom, and now 
announce that these gentlemen have the privi- 
lege of addressing the Convention if they de- 
sire. 

Mr. Bradley stated that at the Valley Oil Mill 
a new cake crusher which he represented was 
in operation, and invited the members to call 
and see it, 

Mr. Boyd—This matter brings up a subject 
which may perbaps play an important part in 
this business. I suppose it is pretty generally 
known to most of the members that the plan 
tation huller is being introduced to hull the 
seed at the plantation instead of at the mill. 
Iamanew man at the business myself and I 
would like to hear some discussion about the 
matter and’some opinion as to its adaptability. 
I have heard some talk about it. Some c1 ushers 
who have been in the business some time don’t 
seem to think much ofit. It may be a right 
important question. There are certainly a 
great many of them being introduced in the 
country. 

The Chair—If any member of the Association 
has any knowledge on this subject we would be 
very glad to hear from him. As Mr. Boyd well 
says, it is a matter of importance. And we may 
find it to be a very serious matter in our busi- 
ness at some future day, one way or another. I 
understand some of the mills in Memphis are 
buying meats. 

Mr. Boyd—From what I have heard, Mr. Bil- 
lingsly could give us some ideas upon this sub- 
ject. Lam informed that he made his first 
start in the business with hulled meats. I don’t 
know whether that is true or not. 

Mr. Camp—I believe the only millin Memphis’ 
that is using this seed is the Star Oil Mill under 
the charge of Mr. Hanauer. He is here and can 
give us some idea of hia experience so far as he 
has gone. He bas received probably 150 or 200 
tons of this seed per month, and aas crushed it 
separately ann jointly with the other meats as 
they go through the regular process. I think 
he ha8 made one or two experiments on the 
meat, separate from the meat separated in his 
own mill, I only know this much, that the en- 
gineer of the City Oil Works has been running 
the City Oil Works since the closing of the 


| Star; and I think he crushed probably four or 





five carloads of that meat, with every appear- 
ance of success so far a8 could be seen. The 
meat had been received sometime before and 
stowed in the mill, perhaps a month in sacks; 
and in opening it and putting it through the 
rollers, it was in as good condition as our meat 
at home, and we had no difficulty, with the ex- 
ception of afew sacksin crushing the mest 
and operating it like the old process. 

I will say this in regard to the machine 
turned outat the Milburn Gin and Machine 
works. Itisa perfect success so far as con- 
struction goes, huiling and separatingit. I 
have seen it on three occasions, and the opera- 
tion is perfect in every respect, 

Mr. Robinson—It seems to me that it would 
not be practicable for a large mill to get ments 
in that way. We run our milis with the hulls, 
and we don’t care about leaving them on the 
plantation. It seems to me it is cheaper to buy 
the seed in the hull, and pay the freight upon 
the null and use it for fuel thanto buy our 
fuel. Itetrikes me the hulls are worth more 
than the transportation paid on them for fuel. 

Mr. Boyd—I believe the object of the planta- 
tion buller is to make use of the hulls in feeding 
cattle on the farm. and I think it is taking 
quite a hold in the country districts, While a 
great many of the machines fail, still a great 
many more are made a success, as far as I can 
hear. 

Mr. Baker—I understand Mr. Aldige knows a 
great deal about that from experience. I shou'd 
like to know with reference to the transporta- 
tion of the meats after they have been hulled 
on the plantation, whether they would carry or 
not. 

Mr. Aldige—The experiments in that direc- 
tion have been numerous at different times; 
but I know of none recently. The first attempts 
were made in 1867 tothe best of my recollec- 
tion. Sometime during the season of 1886-7 a 
company was organized in the city of New 
Orleans for the purpose of exporting the hulled 
seed to England. The first lot was sent 
by steamer. It was very dry seed. They never 
eet to work till the month of April. The seed 
was exceedingly dry; it was an exceptionally 
good season and the finest kind of seed. The 
first reports that came from the other side com- 
plimented them so much upon the good quality 
of the shipment that they were induced to en- 
large their works and to extend their opera- 
tions, which they did. The practical result of 
it was that when the seed had pressed, and the 
oil brought to be refined, it was such a flat tail- 
ure that my friends, for those gentlemen were 
my friends, lost from ten to twenty thousand 
pounds sterling—$50,000 to $100,000. Subse- 
quently our friend Carpenter tried to hull 
seed. The first shipments came very well but 
afterwards they turned out of such poor qual- 
ity that it could not be used, and we finally had 
to abandon even getting seed from Natchez. I 
think the result of it all was that the hulling of 
the seed in the country and transporting the 
same to the mill at some distance, even if it 
could be done in 2+ or 48 hours, was deemed so 
impracticable that it had to be finally aban- 
doned. Another attempt has been made at 
Greenville, Miss., and then amother one at 
Batesville. B»t all these attempts have proved 
to be decided failures as far as hulling the seed 
and transporting it any distance is concerned. 


Mr. Johnson—I have examined the work of 
this huller and its construction, and I find the 
kernels well separated from the hulls and the 
work to be done by the huller well done. But 
I have found that the meats when sent to mar- 
ket are so heated and they run so irreglar that 
no oil mill could purchase these meats with 
any degree of satisfaction so faras concerning a 
good quality of oil out of the meats is cenverned. 
The planter will frequently be reckless with re - 
gard to the care which he will take of his seed, 
and when he takes his meat to market he wil: 
have it bot upon his bands. I have seen quite 
anumber of these meats and they have been 
partly good and partly discolored, and I have 
seen lots of it quite hot. My experience is that 
if there is any moisture at all in the meats they 
will heat. Every mill owner knows that if be 
has his meats in his bins a few days at atime 
after they have passed through the hullers be- 
fore they are crushed if there is any moisture 
in them they will heat. And the same is true 
in regard to these meats before being crushed 
by the rolls. If planters could be located where 
t ey could crush them and separate them and 
then ship them to the mill. and the work could 
be conducted without any delay between the 
hulling and the crushing at the mil], good work 
could be done. But Iam satisfied that it will 
require the very greatest care on the part of 
the planters before good results from the uso 
of this huller op the plantation will be realized. 
But at the same time the oil mill people must 
recognize the fact that it is a good machine 
and that it is growing in favor with the plant- 
ers and’a great many of them are using it, and 
a great many more of them will be used in the 
future by the planters; and we may look for- 
ward to the time when a great portion of the 
seed from the country will come to the mills in 
that shape. 

Mr. Baxer—I would like to ask how these 
mills are driven. 

Mr. Camp replied that the one at the Milburn 
gin and machine works was a 12-horse power 
machine and would: crush about 3,000 lbs. an 
hour, running at a rate of speed of about 300 
revolutions to the minute, and that there are 
three sizes of the machine made, some suitable 
to horse power, 

Mr, Billingsly—Perhapg. @ little of my ex- 
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perience might be of interest. My introduction 
to the cottonseed business was at Greenville, 
where I undertook to prepare seed to be shipped 
to Europe, In the fall of 1876I hulled 6,009 or 
7 000 tons and shipped it to Europe successfully’ 
I shipped it in contal bags without regard to 
weight—simply filling up the bags and weighing 
a shipment in gross. Isbipped by riverto St. 
Louis, from St. Louis to Boston and from there 
to Liverpcol. The prices reelized on the other 
Side afforded me a very nice profit and I was 
very successful. That year, however, was an 
extremely dry season,and we did not begin 
work until the seed was in good condition. But 
the following season was very rainy. and the 
trouble began. To illustrate my statement I 
will ask these gentlemen if they had a hun- 
dred barrels of apples to ship,whether they sup- 
poee, if they should first peel them, they would 
bear trarsportation. That is a parellel case ex- 
actly to the hulled cottonseed. After the out- 
side membrane nature has placed on the cot- 
tonseed to protect it from decomposition is 
removed, decomposition immediately begins. 
Pare an apple and leave it for half an hour on 
the window, in our humid climate, and then 
go to it and you will find that in that short 
space of time discoloration has taken place. 
That means that decomposition has begun 
That is decomposition. It may tasto as good as 
ever, and yetinasmall degree decomposition 
has taken place, andit is only a matter of time 
till it will be complete. The case is exactly the 
same with the meat of the cottonseed. My idea 
of the applicability of the planter’s hullers is 
that if the meat can be hulled to day and ship- 
ped to the mill and ground to morrow, the 
huller will be asuccess. But no mill can do 
that, as you all very well know. Now if these 
meats could be kept till this time of year and 
hulled, when they are perfectly dry and put 
away, I found that they could be kept fora 
considerable time. But the planters’ idea is to 
bull bis seed as fast as he gins it and send it to 
market. I would be willing to risk some- 
thing on it that there is nota single gin in the 
south in the months of October and early No- 
vember where these meats would keep two’ 
weeks, and in alarge portion of them it would 
not keep one week. I had an experience like 
this. We had a lotof that seed that we had 
piled in the warehouse, in vental bags, five high 
in tiers. It was to be shipped to St. Louis. We 
were making shipments once a week, and while 
we were waiting for the boat we piled it upin 
tiers five high. When the boat came, as it did 
in a few days, this stuff was as square as bricks 
and about as hard as any brick in Mississippi. 
I had some wooden mallets made and I went at 
it and broke it all up, and cooled it off, and in 
three days it was hotagain and as hard as be- 
fore. 

Another shipment I sent by steamer from 
New Orleans to Liverpool. They had no pas- 
sengers on board, and they bada very nice little 
cabin ; and they said they would put the seed in 
the cabin. The cabin or saloon was all painted 
white with gilding, and shone from one end to 
the other. The stuff got so hot on the voyage, 
that when they got to Liverpool there was no 
paint left in the cabin, and the captain said if 
he had been out five days longer his boat would 
have taken fire. 

Iam not going to say that the thing of trans- 
porting or using this hulled-seed is impossible. 
In these days of telegraphing and telephoning 
from a train running sixty miles an hour, I 
will not say that anything is impossible. But it 
is impracticable up to this time, 

Powers, of Vicksburg, bought a barge or 
something, and put a hulier on it, and was 
going to move his boat around with hulls for 
fuel, and bul! seed and ship it to Liverpool. He 
thought the reason outside parties bad failed in 
these attempts was because of the humidity of 
the atmosphere at sea. So he made boxes, im- 
pervious to water—salt water and fresh us well 
—anG thought he was going to set the world on 
fire, and the Mississippi river too. But I don’t 
think he ever accomplished this. He never ran 
it but one season so faras I know. Then again 
our Batesville friends down here tried the ex- 
periment of shipping to Liverpool in boxes. 
But they soon found it was unprofitable, and 
were very glad to get out of it. 

Going back to the crushers and planters, I 
think it desirapie to get most of the seed with 
the hullson, because we cao use the bulis for 
fuel. We can certainly afford to pay the extra 
freight which this entails for the benefit we 
derive from this use of the bulls. 

Again, if we delegate the business of hulling 
to the planters, and give them more money for 
the hulled seed, in a little while somebody will 
be a little more enterprising than somebod 
else, and say seed was worth five dollars in the 
hulls, it is worth ten dollars without; we wil 
roll it and it will be worth twelve. ‘ben an- 
other man will conclude that he can help crush 
it, and take out some little oil, and it will be 
sent to us to be re-crushed. 

If this machine is a good machine, the place 
for it is in the mill, and not at the gin-house 
unless the planter is going to turn his gin-house 
into an oll mill. But as far as the planters in 
general making it a success for hulling seed 
for shipment is concerned, I think it is imprac- 
ticable to-day, and will remaia so till some im- 
provements are made or discovered. Because 
in this climate of the Mississippi valley with ite 
humid atmosphere, seed hulled before it has 
gone through the sweat and become thoroughly 


dried, will not boop. If the planter waits till 
that process has m gone through and bulls 
his seed in March and April then he can keeg 
it, | don’t thing he can otherwise. 





Mr. Aldige read a copy of the telegram pre- 
pared by the committee appointed for that 
purpose, to be sent to the Representatives in 
Congress from the cotton States, as follows: 

” The undersigned at the request and on he- 
half of the Vottonseed Crushers’ Association, 
now in convention assembled at Memphis, 
earnestly request your influence and co-opera- 
tion in defeating a bill reported from Commit- 
tee on Agriculture by Hatch of Missouri, to 
impose a tax on manufactured butter. If 
passed, this bill would strike directiy at South- 
ern cotton planters whose seed is crushed by 
about one hundred and thirty mills, the oil 
from which enters largely into the manufac- 
ture of bu:ter. Furthermore, it would deprive 
poor classes of a cheap butter pronounced by 
eminent chemists to be wholesome.

Convention on motion, adjourned to 10 A. M., 
May 6th. 

THIRD DAY’S PROCEEDINGS, 

The convention was called to order by Presi- 
dent Allison on Thursday mornirg. 

The Chair—Gentliemen, it is now within the 
power of the convention, following our usual 
custom, to d«terinine whether or not the ses- 
sion shall be an executive or an open one, 

Mr. Camp moved that the session be an open 
one, which motion was seconded and carried. 
The session was declared to be an open one. 

Mr. Mansfield by invitation of the conven- 
tion, delivered a short address setting forth the 
claims made by the advocates of the Evans 
process of extracting oil. 

Mr. Fairley, of Charleston, 8. C., then read a 
paper on “Separation,” pursuant to the invita- 
tion of yesterday, as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Cottonseed 

Crushers’ Association: 

Appreciating very highly the honor done me 
by your President’s invitation to read a paper 
before your honorable Association at this 
meeting, I regret that my time for preparation 
has been too limited to admit of that careful 
collection of data from diffcrent parts of the 
cotton-crushine region, and formulation of 
results deduced from them, which I would like 
to have been able to present to you on this 
occasion. I must therefore crave your indul- 
gence for the magy deficiencies of this paper, 
which, in the light of your ripe and varied ex- 
perience, will be — too apparent. The sub- 
ject upon which ave. the privilege of ad- 
dresssing you is **Separation.” 

Separation in the operation of a cotton-seed 
oil mill, takem in its widest sense, would em- 
brace every process from the moment when 
the seed ig fed tothe sandscreen till the oil and 
mea! are ready for market. But technically 
speaking, by “separation” we mean firat, the 
separation of sand from the seed. Second, of 
scrap iron, nails, nuts, bolts, and other metals. 
Third, of unginned seed-cotton, husks of bolls, 
wood, twine, etc. Fourth, of the hulls from 
the kernels. And fifth, and lastly, of hulls 
from the meal after grinding the cake. 

The last is made necessary by the ivperfect 

rformance of the next preceding operation. 

‘e see, then, that even in its technical sense 
the term “Separation” embraces nearly one- 
ralf of the operations to which you subject the 
seed of King Cotton in order to prepare their 
golden products for the service of man. 

To those possessing only a superficial knowl- 
edge of cottonseed crushing, the processes 
enumerated, except one, may appear compara- 
tively unimportant. Within my own knowl- 
edge one or other of them have been altogether 
omitted by some mills, with what resuit it is 
unnecessary to tell mill owners of your experi- 
ence. To you who have weathered the viciasi- 
tudes of the past few years and are again met 
to congratulate each other on your continued 
and, I hope, presperous existence, to consult 
about your mutual and adjust your conflicting 
interests, and gatherand impart new ideas de- 
rived from your varied experiences since you 
last met, it is unnecessary to say that the 
efficiency of every process in an oil mi'l is 
necessary to insure the efficiency of the others. 
If any link in the chain is defective the whole 
chain is proportionately weakened, During the 
Prosperous times in the past it was not neces- 
sary to look too closely to every detail of man- 
ufacture in order to secure abundant re- 
turns for investments, but all that is now 
changed, and if the strain to which the 
lows rices of products has  subiected 
the industry during the past season contin- 
ues, a fair returp for your investments can 
only be secured by making every link in the 
chain of yuur operations as perfect as pussible, 
and then eeesnmag the whole with the most 
rigid economy. ut let us Lot fall into the 
error whica has already proven fatal to some, 
that of supposing that it is economy to hold on 
to defective appliances in order to save the 
firet cost of more perfect wachinery. This, if I 
may use a paradox, is wasteful economy. 

From the time of Solomon to the present day, 
to point out the effects of sin, error or neglect, 
has been thought the most effectual way of in- 
culcating the wisdom of a different course of 
conduct. Let us then adopt that plan in deal- 
ing with the question under consideration, and 
nroceed to examine as briefly as possible the 
consequences of the neglizent or defective 
performance of any Of these, as some suppose, 
comparatively unimportant operations. 

First, then, as-to the separation of sand from 
the seed. What would the consequence of 
allowing any considerable quantity of sand to 
go with the seed totbe linters? I answer that 
the inevitable redult would be the premature 
dulling of the linter saws, These, in well con- 
ducted wills, are generally sharpened in turn, 
once a week, which is found under fa- 
vorable conditions, to approximate the 
beat practicable results. But if the sand 
screen hag not done its work eflicientiy, 
the linter saws will tecome dull within 
lesa than a week, and a decreased product of 
lint must result. I have known of an average 
loss of eigbt and one-half pounds per ton to 
occur on a season ruo trom using dull saws, but, 
et us suppose a mimimum )oss of say only one 
pound per ton of seed worked, and suppose 
this to occur ina millof the daily capacity of 
100 tons, running a season of 200 running days, 

and that lint sells at the mill at 5c net, a short 
calculation shows in this case a loss of $1,000.00 
per season. But this is not all, for, if mucb 
rand goes with the seed to tne linters, the lint 
is deteriorated by discoloration and its value in 
some cases very materialiy reduced, Let us 
suppose that an average loss from this cause 
would be (34c) one-fourth of a cent per pound, 
and that the average annual product of lint is 
20 pounds per ton of seed worked, tiie loss from 
this cause would be 5o per ton, equal another 


$1,000.00 per season, 
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But the injurious effect does not stop here, 
for though the linter saws thoroughly detach 
all the sand or dirt from the seed, in very many 
milla no arrangement is provided to get rid of 
it. and it goes with the seed to the buller and 
dulls ita knives before the s ed comes around, 
csusine defective separation. Let us put the 
lose from this cause at the very moderate 
estimate of 1-38 of one per cent, which. 
on the same basis, would give a loss of 
another $1,00000. So that the total logs at a 
very moderate estimate from the defective 
performance of the sand screen alone would, a3 
it already appears, be $3.0°0. But the loss does 
not stop eveuhere. Someof you no doubt have 
worried and wondered over the immense con- 
sumption of press cloth in your mill without 
suspecting your sand screening apparatus as 
one of the causes of it, but it needs only to be 
suggeated in order to be understood how rap- 
idly hot sand, under a pressure ot 3,000 to 4.006 
pounds to the square inch will cut and burn 
out press cloths. Probably $500 more is lost fn 
this operation, or a total loss arising from de- 
fective separation of sand from the seed of 
about $3,500 on one s6ason’s operations in a 100 
ton miil. To the above re-sons for perfecting 
your sand screening apparatus, which I have 
ventured to express by a monied valuation, 
may be added the increased danger from fire 
at the linters, where sand, grit or pebbles are 
allowed to come into contact with the rapidly 
revolving steel saws. 

To those who think they have brought their 
sand sereening to the highest state of efficiency 
I would suggest the experiment of sifting some 
seed from time to time after passing through 
the Jinters. If no sand be then found your 
sand screening apparatus is better than most 
now in use. 

The next operation, the separation of iron 
bolts, nutes, naila, ete, is little, if -“. lees im- 
portant than the preceding one. It is true 
that these are not so constantly pres- 
ent in the seed as is sand. but when 
they do oecurs#nd are permitted to pass through 
the mill, the effects are sometimes even more 
serfous and far reaching than those produced 
by sand, Too much care therefore cannot be 
taken to eliminate them. The efficiency of one 
very important operation. in addition to those 
affected by the presence of sand, is impaired by 
them, that is, the crushing of the kernels. The 

itted faces of the rollers and their consequent- 

v defective performance, often rebuke most 
eloquently the ignorance or negligence of the 
superintendent or the mill owner, 


It would perhaps be safe to say that the loss 
occasioned in a 100ton mill where the proper 
separation of these is neglected, or imperfectly 
performed from dulling and breakage of linter 
saws, huller knives, crusher-rolls, heater. arms, 
and press boxes, and the time lost in repairing 
or replacing them, not to mention the conse- 
quent wear and tear of press cloth whicn must 
result. would amount to quite as much in the 
run of a season as we have put down to lors by 
defective sand-screening. but in order to be 
well within the bounds of reason, let us put 
the loss from these causes at only one-third that 
oss, or say. $1,000 which is surely worth look 
ing after. I doubt ifany method now in use 
to remove these destructive substances from 
the seed has been found to give uniformly sat- 
isfactory result«. The next and last operation 
which takes place before the seed goes to the 
linters is the separation of unginned and partly 
ginned seed cotton, hucks of bolis, dead leaves. 
pieces of twine. and other bulky and extran- 


eous matter from the seed. 


All thia is dove in one operation by a 
large revolving screen, or screens, which do tne 
work generally in a comparatively satisfactory 
manner, if the meshes are regularly brushed 
out and kept free of lint 80 as to allow a free 
passage of the clean seed. 

The partially ginned cotton which is separat- 
ed from the seed and passes out at theend of 
the bolting screens would yield aconsiderable 
quantity of valuable lint during a season, if the 
other substances which go with it could be 
separated without too much additional expense 
In the South Atlantic States we are rarely 
troubled with dead bolls and leaves which are 
found go troublesome in the valley of the Mis- 


sissippi and its tributaries, where the growth of 


the cotton plant is more redundant, a that I 
must confess ignorance as to the efficiency of 
the methods used to get rid of thera, but strings 
and pieces of bagging make the ginning of 
these bolters, as they are sometimes called, dif- 
ficult, and being cut up bythe gin saws, they 
are mixed with, and greatly reduce the value of 
thedint. It has been found too expensive to 
separate it by hand which is the only effective 
method yet in use with us. 

We have now reviewed the various opera- 
tions which the seeds undergoes before reach- 
ing the linters. 

he linting of the seed not being one of the 
processes under consideration in this paper, I 
will only say in passing that it appears to bave 
reached a very high degree of efficiency, as 
have also machines for hulling the seed. The 
next process which we have to consider is that 
which, as it is a most important, is also the 
most difficult of all the processes of separation 
inacotwn seed mill, and owing to the fact 
that the condition of the material presented to 
the separator is subject to variation, arisin 
not only from the condition of the crude . 
but dependent also upon the efficiency of 
every other operation througb which it has 
passed before reaching this separator, it is nec- 
essary in order to escape at times serious Joss, 
to make its capacity equal to the worst possi- 
ble condition of the seed, and the lowest prob- 
able state of ediciency of the machinery in the 
mill through which it passes before coming to 
this separator. 

The necessity is made icore imperative by 
the fact that the hulis, where, alone, the evi- 
dences of defective work ure seen, are often 
burnt up as quickly as they are made, and then, 
like dead men, they tell no tales. Jn large 
mills important loss may occur in one night’s 
run, when the darkness helps the furnaces to 
conceal the loss. The performance of every 
other operation can be watched, and defective 
work discovered and checked with compara- 
tive ease and promptness, but in this it is oftenest 
otherwise. Hence the necessity to provide 
superabundant screening capacity in this 
operatior. 

A sbort calculation will show that if one 
percentum of kernels be left to be burnt with 
the bulis—a quantity scarcely discernible to the 
naked eye—it would amount ip a season’s run 
of a 100 ton mill to a loss of $3.000. This, added 
to the losses previously estimated, would bring 
up the total loss in one season in a mill of 100 
tons daily vapacity to $6,50C,asum more than 
enough, if properly expended, to furnish a 
mil of this capacity with separating power 
sufficient to secure permanent and uniformly 
satisfactory results. 

In view of these considerations is it not, as I 
said before, wasteful economy to go on from 
year to year using inefficient machinery when 
the losses of one year would much more than 
replace it witb efficient and reliable machinery. 

ut there is another defect in the separation 
of the kernels from the buiis vhich seems to be 
unavoidable with the apparatus now in use, to 
whatever Gogree of perfection it may be 
brought in other pomens. I refer to the fact 
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The prominent products are oil, eake or meal 
soap, cotton lint, cotton batting, fertilizers 
hulls for fattening cattle and feeding dairy 
cows, and ashes. The manufacture of the vari- 
ous products is so recent that their value and 
use is not generally known, and the production 
has, since the erection of 80 many mills, been 
somewhat in advance of the consumption. 
Hence the mills are at present, suffering for 
the want of remunerative prices for some of 
the products. It is gratifying, however, to 
know that improved methods and greater econ- 


separating screen,whether revolving orshaking 
screens, and go with the kernels to the pre-sers, 
where.I cannot but think,their woody fibre and 
the lint attached to them ahgorbs more or less oil, 
though some seem to think that they, on the 
contrary, improve the drainage of the cake, 
and so increase the yield of oil, as it is claimed 
that the bulls do in Egyptian, Sea Island, and 
all seed, but the conditions appear to be quite 
different.

have attention at this moeting, asthe question 
of the purchase of the seed is one of prime im 
portance to all oil mills. After the purchase of 
the seed the next question of importance to 
thd oil mili men isthe sale of tke largely in- 
creasing product. for the fact must be realized 
that scarcely one half of the surplus seed, not 
re quired for planting, is yet taken to the oil 
mills. Planters, however, are realizing the 
value of the income from the seed, and are 
taking better care of it from year to year, and 
are marketing it now closely whilst new lines 
of railway are bringing more seed territory in 
contact with the several mills, which have the 
crushing ability to use fully one half more seed 
than they are now receiving. Hence we must 
look forward to securing new outlets for the 
increasing products from yearto year. The oil 
has more varied uses than any other known oil. 
and when made and refined properly is a good 
and successful substitute for olive oil in all its 
various uses. When the refiner learns to pro- 
duce a butter oil, the consumer has a substi- 
tute superior to butter itself for all culinary 
purposes, as Only half the quantity is required, 
and it is consequently more healthful for deli- 
cate organizations. As a component part of 
oleomargarine, and of dairy butter, the value 
of cotton butter oil is well known to manufac- 
turers. But its use should be more generally 
known to families, and the unfavorable im- 
pressions which many families have by having 
tried a poor quality of oil for cooking should 
be removed by the introduction of reliable and 
known brands of surely good oil, 
this largely increasing the consumption 
of the oil in our own country. The 
various other uses for oil known to the 
mills to manufacturers and dealers should 
be urged, especially for burning in mines, and 
for the manufacture of soap, being superior 
to olive oil for this purpose and making a qual- 
ity of soap which is more gratifying and satis- 
factory in its use than any castile soap. Next 
to the gale of oil comes the use of meal by our 
own Southern land, as our planters are not in- 
formed as to ita value either for food or fertil- 
izing. Steps should betaken immediately for 
the dissemination of this information at once, 
and able writers should be producing weekly 
articles for all our newspapers, and able lec- 
turers should present the subject to all meet- 
ings of agricultural people. A committee 
should be appointed to prepare a pamphlet for 
general distribution, giving the value and uses 
of the mill products, especially meal, and thus 
may the increased production be consumed, 
and thus may the mills be enabled to realize 
better prices for their products and be enatled 
to pay the planter better prices for his seed. 

Mr. Frank moved that the paper be made a 
part of the proceedings of the Convention and 
the thanks of the Convention tendered for the 
address. Carried. 

Mr. Robertson introduced the following reso- 
lution: 


Resolved, That in future manufacturers (and 
their representatives) of machinery and sup- 
plies for use of cottonseed crushers and brokers 
in cottonseed oil, cake or seed, be admitted as 
associate members on payment of the annual 
dues. He moved its adoption. 


Mr. Johnson stated that if the resolution 
should pass he should ask to withdraw from 
the Association. He had no objection to the 
resolution ifthe brokers were left out. The 
Memphis delegates would, know why he op- 
posed them, 

The question was put by the chair and the 
motion lost, The house then proceeded to the 
election of officers for the ensuing year. Mr. 
Landry moved that the present officers be re- 
elected by acclamation. Seconded, Mr. Alli- 
son, the President, peremptorily declined to 
serve another term as President. Mr.Simmonds 
asked the Chair whether he was willing to put 
in jeopardy the existence of the Association by 
such action. Mr. Allison said that be could not 
assume for a moment that any such result 
would follow the election of any one else to 
the position he then filled. That would be in 
bim an exhibition of vanity that would be ab- 
surd, 

Mr, Landry withdrew his motion. 

After various motions to appoint a commit- 
tee .to report nominations for ¢Mocers, to lay 


17 per cent of ammonia, they have no trouble 
of that kind; and though blood costs more per 
ton,they pay for less inert matter when they 
buy it. Now, if we could prevent the bulls 
from getting into the eake at all, then with the 
improved machinery for expressing oil, I think 
cottonseed meal could easily be made to show 
12% to 14 per cent of ammonia, 3) to 4 per cent 
ot phosphoric acid, and 2 per cent of potash. 
I was shown a series of analyses ot meal from 
various mills, made by a most careful and com- 
petent chemist season before last, which 
showed an average of 10 per cent of ammonia— 
some running as high as 10.35—3 per cent of 
phosphoric acid, and 1 50 of potash. 

Suppose tbat in the meal giving 10.35 there 
wae 10 per cert of hulls, and suppose these to 
be taken out and another anaiysis made, we 
would tind 121-10 per cent of ammonia, and a 
proportionate increase in the other fertilizing 
ingredients. If manufacturers of fertilizers 
could depend on getting meal uniformly of 
this grade, there would be immediately a home 
demand for all the meal made in the country, 
and of course, it would command better prices 
than it now does, especially at the beginnu'ng 
and end of the season. There would be a de- 
mand all the year round, 

So much for the advantages of more perfect 
separation of hulis from the meal, which in the 
long run, I think would result in as great ad- 
vantages as would the perfecting of almost any 
other process of separation. But by perfecting 
the eee process, that is the separation of 
the hulls from the kernels, this last process can 
be dispensed witb altogether. 

Thankiog you, Mr. President and gentlemen 
of the Association. for the courteous attention 
you have accorded me, [ assure you thet I 
shall he more than gratified if some of the sug- 
gestions contained in this paper shall prove 
usefu! tothe members of this Association in 
their efforts to pertect the machinery em- 
ployedin the prosecution of this great and 
growing industry. 

On motion this paper was made a part of the 
proceedings of the convention, and the thanks 
of the convention tendered the writer. 

J.C. Johnson of Memphis then addressed the 
convention upon an invitation to read the pa- 


per prepared by him as follows: 


Mr. President: At a preliminary meeting 
held in Memphis some time ago, our worthy 
chairman presided; he requested different per- 
sens there present to present papers at this 
meeting on subjects which would probably be 
of interest tothe parties who would convene 
here. Some little time after that we had two 
or three meetings of the oil mill people of 
Memphis hoping that some agreement might 
be made between ourselves under which we 
might work this oi] mill business in such a way 
ai to make it profitable to ourselves and to the 
world in which we live. At that meeting there 
was developeda feeling. Whether that feeling 
was one which might be combined in a paper 
which might very properly follow Mr. Fairley’s 
paper on separation, and be called an article on 
“Squeezing,” or not, some of you can perhaps 
better decide than I can. But at any rate it 
was decided and developed that there was to be 
no good feeling among our oil mill people, so 
far as operating together was concerned. See- 
ing that we were all bound to disagree, I con- 
sidered it was not at all proper to prepare any 
paper to present to this assembly, because if 
Memphis people here who have a common in- 
terest cannot decide to make an equitable ar- 
rangement between hcunorable business men 
by which they can conduct their business, then 
there is no use of trying to bring together the 
elements of different kinds,from different parts 
of the country. And if we meet together here, 
gentiemen, for the purpose of advancing the 
interests of the seyeial parties whom we repre- 
sent. we certainly ought to try in some manner 
to work together; and unless we vome here,and 
to a certain extent succeed in working to- 
gether, toa certain extent it is a failure. Now, 
if I can present to you a few thoughts which 
will lead your minds in the direction of some- 
thing that is practical, I shall be giad to do so. 
Yesterday the chairman asked me to write 
something. I did not get any time to do this 
during the day nor last night, but this morning 
I have written you a few lines which I will pre- 
sent you for your consideration. 


It is not surprising that so much capital has 
been attracted to a business which has been 
productive of such good results to mankind, by 
turning cottonseed, which was formerly of 
very little value to planters, into such varied 
andsuch useful products for the health and 
comfort of man, for the feeding of cattle, 
and for the fertilizing of the earth, 
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aside the rules and to proceed to the election 
by acclamation, a motion to suspend the rules 
and elect Mr. J. C. Johnson President prevailed 
and Mr. Johnson was declared elected. 

Mr. Johnson spoke as follows: 

Gentlemen—This honor is entirely unexpect- 
ed to me. It is an honor to preside over such a 
body as we have here. There is a power in this 
oil mill business that has not yet been realized. 
There isa power for good as well asa power 
for wealth, and if we can move together in the 
right direction we are sure of satisfactory and 
gratifying success. If I can lead you in the 
direction of harmony, it will be my pleasure 80 
todo. With the assistance of those who will 
be associated with me, and those who may be 
appointed on the various committees, possibly 
we may be able to do something in this direc- 
tion. It is my hope that something may be 
accomplished. It has been thought by many 
that the organization of the American Oil 
Company is going to be disastrous to us. Ido 
not think so. I do not look upon it in that 
light at all, for I do not think the American Oii 
Co. is any more anxious than we are, or can 
any better atford to lose theirmoney. (Ap- 
plause.) tamsure that the largest corpora- 
tion of this kind cannot afford to and does not 
desire to lose money more than the smallest 
mill in the organization. Many times in the 
past we have quarrelled with each other. Why 
we did so, when we looked back upon it, we 
could not tell. We can only say now,in re 
viewing those times, that we were a set of 
fools. But as we have been fools in the past, 
Isuppose as we go forward we will be fools 
ugain. We grow older day by day, but with 
age we learn but little wisdom. But let us try 
to see if something cannot be accomplished in 
this line, and if we cannot agree with each 
other, or at least have some arrangement made 
for the purchase of seed, and especially on the 
subject of sacks. The rights of property ought 
to be respected, and if we take the property of 
other we are strictly thieves. I cannot look 
upon isin any other light. Is it honorable or 
right, when seed has been purchased and regu- 
larly sacked, ready for shipment, to have those 
sacks emptied out and the sacks thrown to the 
winds to be destroyed and lost? There ought 
to be some arrangement made among ourselves 
by which no such action as that will occur in 
future. If we cannot agree among ourselves, 
there ought to be laws passed in the several 
States looking towards the protection of the 
interest of the several parties who own these 
sacks. And there ought to be a committee ap- 
pointed from this body to look after it and see 
that such laws are passed by the legislators rep- 
resenting us sothat occurrences of that kind 
will not take place in future. And I hope be- 
fore the adjournment this time something may 
be done with regard to an arrangement for the 
purchase of seed. 

Mr. Simmons moved that the other officers 
be retained. 

Mr. Sullivan announced that Mr. Urquhart, 
the Vice-president, positively declined to act 
the ensuing season. Mr. Crens nominated Mr. 
Frank for Vice-president, and he was elected 
by acclamation. 

Mr. Robertson nominated Mr. J. H. Duggan 
for Secretary, and he was elected by acclama- 


tion. 
Mr. Baker moved that all members of the 


association who have not paid their dues for the 
current year, or who are in arrears with their 
dues, be dropped from the rolls. After discus- 
sion by Messrs. Johnson, Boyd and the Chair, 
Mr. Robertson moved to amend so as to direct 
the Secretary of the convention te communi- 
cate with mills in arrears before final action of 
the convention as to these arrearages, and that 
if they fail to respond, that they then be con- 
sidered no longer members of the convention. 

Mr, Boyd was asked what constituted mem- 
bership. 

The Chair stated that the rulings of the first 
day of the convention had been that the regis- 
tration of names of the delegates at each meet- 
ing had been deemed to constitute the mills 
members. The further statement was made 
that some members of the cunvention had been 
candid enough to say that the ruling was un- 
satisfactory to them, and he would be glad to 
hear diseussion. 

Mr.Duggan said that he had always considered 
a mill once enrolled a member of the association 
till notified to the contrary by the mill itself, or 
till its name was dropped from the role by the 
action of the convention. 

The question being on Mr. Robertson’s mo- 
tion, in lieu of the motion of Mr. Baker, was 
carried. 

Mr. Camp moved to reconsider the motion by 
which the annual dues were fixed at five dollars. 
After some discussion on this motion it was 
withdrawn. 

Mr, Landry moved that manufacturers who 
use cotton-seed product in part or in whole for 
their manufactures be allowed on paying their 
dues to become members of the association. 

| The Chair suggested that the motion should 
state whether such members were to be allowed 
to vote. Mr. Lindry amended by making the 
motion read, ‘‘Associate members,” 


The discussion that folio wed was participated 
in by Messrs. Duggan, Frank, Allison, John- 
son, Landry, Tower and Dividson. The ques- 
tion was then put to the house and lost.

Mr. Johnson—Mr. Chairman, allow me to 
suggest that we certainly should have a com- 
mittee with power to act with reference to fur- 
thering the interests of the oil mills, and 
in selling the oil and meal. Such seemed 
to be the very decided feeling of the con- 
vention at the preliminary session; and I 
think it would meet the approval of the con- 
vention if a committee should be appointed 
with power to issue a circular and also employ 
some one to present the matter to the public. 

Mr. Tower moved the appointment of such 
a committee with power to act. Upon discus- 
sion and a suggestion from the Chair, Mr, 
Tower moved that the committee have au- 
thority to expend $400, to be paid from the 
treasury of the Associxtion. 

On further discussion this motion was with- 
drawn. 

The question being on Mr. Johnson’s motion, 
it was carried. 

Mr. Camp moved that when the convention 
adjourned, the thanks of the Association be 
tendered the proprietors of the Cayoso Hotel. 
Carried. 

The Chair announced that the committee 
contemplated by Mr. Johnson’s motion would 
be appointed during the day. 

The secretary read a communication from 
the Hilburn Gin and Machine Company, invit- 
ing the Association to visit their works. On 
motion, it was received with thanks. On mo- 
tion, a vote of thanks was tendered to the 
chairman for the impartial and able manner in 
which he had presided over the deliberations of 
the convention, and a similar vote was tendered 
to the vice-president and secretary. 

The convention then adjourned sine die.

The condition of affairs in the market for 
paints and colors shows no material change’ 
In several departments there is a fair amount 
of business doing, though the general market 
presents a very quiet appearance. The month 
of May is not as promising as was April, though 
as steck in dealers’ hands are below the aver- 
age for this season of the year, business is in a 
fair way to improve as soon as the labor agita- 
tion is calmed down. While the jobbing trade 
is not very brisk manufacturers report that 
they are quite busy filling contracts, and that 
not a few orders are being received. There 
have been no quotable changes in prices, but a 
stcady feeling prevails and some dealers look 
for higher prices as soon as business begins to 
pick up. The manufacturers of gold leaf have 
organized for the purpose of regulating prices 
and fixing a uniform rate of wages, the small 
wages heretofore paid the workmen having 
threatened a strike, while the selling prices al- 
lowed such a smull margin that the business 
had become most unprofitable. The new pri- 
ces are as follows: To consumers $7 00 net per 
pack; to dealers $6 70,60 days,and $6 65 net cash, 
while to those buying 50 pack lots the quotation 
is $6 60 net cash. Dealers are earnestly request- 
ed by the manufacturers to sustain these pri- 
ces, and the latter have pledged themselves,un- 
der a penalty for violating the agreement, not 
to sell at less than the stated prices. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

The pig lead market has stiffened up again 
somewhat owing tothe scarcity of spot sup- 
plies, which are in demand. Thore is very little 
business doing in Western lead and values are 
nominal. Spot Western is quoted at 4 80c bid 
and 4%5c asked. A lot of 150 tons Richmond to 
arrive was sold during the week at 475c, and 
another similar lot on the way about due has 
been offering atthesame price. Messrs Everett 
& Post, of Ghicago, report under date of May 
8: “There has been an utter absence of trade 
during the week, consequent upon labor 
troubles. So far the etagnation in business has 
not affected prices which hold their own at 
460@4 65c. The amount of lead offering is not 
large yet more than enough to supply present 
consumptive requirements. Just what will be 
the course of the market in the near future is 
a@ problem at present unsolvable, but as the 
labor troubles have not reached the base of 
supplies for bullion and ore, and their produc- 
tion still continues to increase slightly, unless 
an immediate settlement of the labor difficul- 
ties is made the spring trade will be past and 
consumption curtailed. At the close prices are 
quiet at 4 60@4 65 asked.’’ The St Louis market 
as reported by Measrs John Wah! & Co, under 
date of the &th inst, was practi. ally unchanged 
under a light business. Both hard and soft 
were quoted as worth 4 52}4@4 bic, but held a 
shade higher. The sales scarcely footed up 
200 tons at 4 55c. 

The demand for white lead shows no ma- 
terial improvement, the corroders, in fact, 
finding few buyers, as the consuming trade 
continues very light for the season. The af- 
fairs of the association are in a very satisfac- 
tory condition. There is no cutting of prices, 
and every one appears to be living up to the 
rules. The association quotations remain 7i¢c 
net for lead in oil in quantities of less than 
606 Ibs in wood, and 7c 60 days or 24% per cent 
discount for cash in 15 days from date of in- 
voice, for lots of 500 lbs and over. Leadin oil 
in 25 lb, 124% lb and 1 to 5 lb cans is quoted at 
an advance of éc Ic and 2k¢c respectively, on 
the keg prices, The rebates remain as hereto- 
fore, and are payable at the end of the year to 
buyers who observe the rules of the Associa- 
tion. 

The demand for American zinc continues 
fair,and asthe manufacturers are running on 
contract orders, they have no surplus stock. 
Prices are firmly maintained at our quotations. 
There is a moderate inquiry for French zincas, 
the usual quantity finding its way into con- 
sumption. Prices are firm, and we con- 
tinue to quote S%c for dry Antwerp 
red seal in bbls of 220% lbs, 6c for dry Paris 
red sealand 744c for dry Paris green seal. Dis- 
counts are as follows: To buyers of 10 bbi lots 
of one jor assorted grades. 1 per cent; 25 
bbls, 2 per cent and 50 bbis, 4 percent. No 
discount is allowed on less tban 10 bb! lots, and 
discounts include brokerage.

The Manufacture of Oleomargarine. 


We find the following sensible remarks in the 
fourth annual report of the State Board of 
Health of Massachusetts : 


The use of substitutes for butter seems to be 
steadily on the increase in this country. When 
good butter is at from forty to fifty cents per 
pound, it has passed beyond the means of per- 
sons in moderate circumstances, and they have 
the choice of three things—to do without, to 
use poor butter, or to use some substitute, 


It was, according to Mege-Mouriez, a demand 
such as this which led him to investigate the 
manufacture of a palatable substitute for but- 
ter from the fat of animals slaughtered for 
food. By his investigations he was led to be- 
lieve that the only difference between butter 
and beef-fat was that the latter contained an 
excess of stearine. He also came tothe con- 
clusion that the taste and smells of ordinary 
tallow were largely due to the want of care in 
its manipulation. He therefore prescribed the 
following method of procedure: 


The caul fat was to be taken as fresh as pos- 
sible, and to be thoroughly washed, then 
chopped fine and rendered with a dilute solu- 
tion of acid phosphate of lime and the stomach 
of a pig or sheep at a temperature not exceed- 
ing animal heat, (This heat has been gradu- 
ally raised in reissues of his patent until, at the 
present time, it reads, ‘‘at a heat not exceeding 
125 deg. F.”” It is not possible to do good work 
at a temperatore below 116 deg. F.) After the 
fat is completely liberated by this process, it is 
allowed to stand until the membrane settles; it 
is then drawn off into coolers, and allowed to 
granulate and to cool toatemperature of about 
80 deg. F. The fat is then placed in cotton. 
cloth press-bags, and submitted to a powerful 
press, the press room being maintained at an 
even temperature of 8) deg. F. The oleomar- 
garine thus produced is free trom any disa- 
greeable taste or odor. It is in facta pure 
tallow oil, suitable for use as an artiele of food, 
in thie state it makes an excellent substitute 
for lard. 

Such was the process as originally proposed 
be M. Mege. The process as now followed is 
much more simple, and omits some of the ob- 
jectionable features of the Mege process. 

In the first place the fat, which is received 
warm from the slaughter-house, is sorted over 
and all bloody pieces thrown out; it is then at 
ouce placed ir cold fresh water, where it is 
tborougbly washed. From this water, which 
not only washes it, but serves to cool it, it is at 
once taken to hashing- machines, similar to the 
ordinary sausage-cutters, where it is cut into 
fine pieces. From these machines it falls at 
once into the rendering tanks, where it is ren- 
dered at a heat varying from 160 to 200 deg. F., 
the object being to separate as Quickly as pos- 
sible the fat from the membrane. No “gastric 
juice” or phosphate of lime is used. After the 
fat is well cooked a quantity of salt is added; 
this serves to separate the membrane more 
completely. After standing a few minutes the 
fat is then run off into barrels or other vessels, 
where it is allowed to settle andis crystallized. 
When it has cooled to about 95 to 100 deg. F. it 
is pressed in the usual manner. 

After pressing the oil is churned with milk 
or buttermilk, some genuine butter being fre- 
quently added; it is colored properly and then 
run into icewater or pounded ice, so as to pre- 
vent its crystallization: after this operation it 
is worked as ordinary butter. 

When well made it isa very fair imitation of 
gentine butter, being inferior to the best but- 
ter, but much superior to the low grades of 
butter too commonly found in the market. 

So far as its influence on health is concerned 
we can see no objection to its use.

Its sale as genuine butter is a commercial 
fraud, and assuch very properly condemned 
by the law. 

As to its prohibition by law, the same law 
which prohibited it should also prohibit the 
sale of lard and tallow, and more especially ell 
low grade butters,which are far more injurious 
to health than a good, sweet article of oleomar- 
garine. 

A great deal has been said in regard to the 
poor grade of fats from which the oleomar- 
garine ismade. Anyone making such asser- 
tions in regard to the fats is simply ignorant of 
the whole subject. When a fat has become in 
the least tainted it can no longer be used for 
this purpose, as it is impossible to remove the 
odor from the fat after it has once acquired it.

Petroleum in Biluchistan. 


The Jndian Government some time ago sent 
Mr. R. A. Townsend, an expert, on a special 
mission to Biluchistan, to investigate on the 
spot the truth of the reports that reservoirs of 
petroleum existed in that country. Mr. Town- 
send’s reports to the Indian Government have 
just been printed, ‘The region specially inves- 
tigated by him was that from Quetta to Sibi 
via Kach, Chappar Rift, Sharigh, Hernai and 
Nari Gorge, returning again to Quetta, and ex- 
amining more in detail the coal of Mach in the 
Bolan Pass. 

Petro eum springs were found by Mr. Town- 
send at about forty-five miles east of Sibi in the 
Sart River Valley, the spot being known to the 
natives by the name of “Kattan,” a word 
meaning oil or earth oil. This place mgy be 
reached from Sibi by three different routes, 
which it would require considerable improve- 
ment to render passable for horses or camels. 
Kattan is not inhabited except by a few 
nomads. Asmall plane of level land is culti- 
vated near by, but for the rest the place may 
be said to be barren. 

Petroleum springs are found in the valley, 
and traces of a dark colored substance, re- 
sembling coal tar (at ordinary temperatures) in 
consistency and co;or, are found exuding iu 
small quantities from the shale rocks on the 
south side of the valley, and large quantities of 
this are to be seen mingled with gravel, sand 
and boulders, which have been deposited at 
various times long since by the passage of 
water, and leftin terraces at different heights 
above the present stream bed. Thesides of the 
valley are also marked by oil in its passage on 
the top of the water for miles below, During 
the dry months but little fresh water is to be 
tound in the locality; about three miles farther 
up there is water, but it is brackish. 

From the same rocks from which the petro- 
leum exudes, there are several springs of hot 
sulphur water, towing at a temperature of 
109 deg. F., and with this water there is seen 
mingled occasional smal! globules of oil. Dur- 
ing the months of June, July and August the 


flow of oil is said to be copious, but during the 








remainder of the year it almost ceases, owing 
most probably to the rain and the heat pene- 
trating the soil and drift resting on the oil- 
yielding rocks to the south, and displacing the 
oil which has slowly accumulated in this drift 
during what may be called the inactive term. 
The oil and its residuums now to be found in 
the exposed rocks have invariably come up 
through fractures or fissures of the hard lami- 
nated shales. Nearly all these fractures to the 
weat are filled with hard residuums, the flow 
having long since ceased, and the remaiuing 
deposit has lost all its volatile elements, and re- 
mains as a hard, black (shining when broken) 
substance like ozokerite. Crystallization has 
taken place in all the fissures to the west, and 
many of the large and beautiful crystals have, 
in forming, incorporated the oil within them, 
thus showing the great length of time past 
since these were active flowings of liqu'd oil. 


Mr. Townsend was unable to obtain proper 
data to jude of the precise thickness of thes® 
oil-producing hard shales, but taking the 
American rocks of similar character as an ex- 
ample, he estimates them at several hundred 
feet in thickness. This question is of consider- 
able importance in determining their value as 
oil-producing and oil-supplying rocks, for there 
is no doubt that it is from them that the Kattan 
oil has its orig'n. A great similarity of features 
exists between these rocks and this oil to the 
rocks and oil of Ontario, Canada. 


A great drawback to the successful working 
of the Kattan oil beds is the absence of forest 
timber and water, two factors which never 
lacked in America, but of course it would be 
possible to substitute iron for wood and to con- 
duct water in pipes, and when once oil is ob- 
tained no better fuel for steam generating exists. 
The climate of Kattan is for the greater part of 
the year very good and favorable to European 
workmen, its elevation being in the valley, at 
petroleum springs, 2,100 feet to 2,300 feet above 
the sea, and this in India isan importact feat- 
ure, 

In conclusion, Mr. Townsend says that 
he has no hesitation in giving it as bis 
opinion that the tertiary rocks of Kat- 
tan possess all the iadications of contain- 
ing with'n them large deposits of petroleum, 
and that borings sunk on any of the maidens 
to the west and southwest and south of the 
sulphur springs would be most likely to pene- 

* trate these deposits with the varying results 
which make mining for oil so tempting and 
exciting an occupation. Borings made in the 
localities indicated would not, in all probabil- 
ity, require to be of great depth to reach oil, 
possibly not over 400 to 500 feet from the sur- 
face on the north and west bank of the river, 
and less on the opposite sides. As tothe char- 
acter of the wells obtainable it is impossible for 
any one to predict. Nothing short of the drill 
can determine the value of an untested oil ter- 
ritory. In case a large yield of oil should ever 
be obtained it could be conducted by pipes to 
Sibi or elsewhere for refining, and it would 
flow by gravitation, thus doing away with ex- 
pensive pumping machinery.

Before the Shousetown oil field was opened, 
Shannopin was a railway station on the Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie road with only one home- 
stead ia the immediate yicinity. Nowa large 
town has been staked out, a pipe line extended 
to the field. a new railroad siding put in, a lum- 
ber yard started, agencies established by the 
Oil Well Supply company and Jarecki manu- 
facturing company, a hotel started by an oil 
countryman, stores and dwellings erected and 
a drug store established. A gambler, it is 
whispered, wus recently in the village, and as 
soon as a saloon is opened it is thought the 
town will boom. Usually in establishing an oil 
town a saloon is the first thing thought of, but 
in this case it seems to have been strangely 
overlooked.— Blizzard,

population of Washihgton think only of oil, 
talk oil and dream oil.

The Lima Oil Field. 


The April report of the oil production in the 
Lima, O., field shows a decided improvement in 
every respect. There are now 31 producing 
wells, an increase of 13 wells since April 1, and 
48 drilling, an increase of 25 since the Ist of 
April. The Apple well camein May 4and is 
producing about 60 barrels per day. It is 
owned by H. C, Apple and is about two loca- 
tions east of the Cooper well. When the tools 
were only six feet in the sand they were drawn 
out and the oil spurted about twenty feet out 
of the mouth of the well; they were put down 
again and drilled into the sand about twelve 
feet further, when the oil spouted over the der- 
rick. The flow lasted nearly two minutes. The 
Simons No. 2 will make about a forty-barre) 
pumper. 

Workmen are having agreat deal of difficulty 
with the Price well. The flow of gas is mar- 
velous. Work on the Standard Oil Company’s 
36,000 barrel tank is progressing rapidly, and 
the line will be ready to receive oil in afew 
days more. They will erect two more tanks of 
same 8ize on their land. There being no facili- 
ties for bandling the oil at present some of the 
pumping wells have shut down during the past 
week waiting for the big tank to be completed. 
All the tankage is full, and there is at present 
nearly ten thousand barrels of oil stored in the 
different tanks. The daily production is placed 
auabout eight hundred barrels by the April 
statement.

Natural Gas to be Made an Illuminant. 


Ex-Councilman R. H. Smith has been notified 
by the Patent Office at Washington that his 
patent for the manufacture and process of 
changing natural gas into an illuminant has 
been granted. Since the applicatiun for his 
patent Mr. Smith bas had overtures for ite 
control from the leading gas companies in the 
city. A Philadelphia firm, consisting of Messrs. 
W. L. Elkins, Peter Weidner and Wm. Kemble, 
has also applied for its possession and made 
flattering inducements. He will leave for 
Philadelphia this evening to try and complete 
arrapgements with the gentlemen named for 
the use of his invention. 

Itis claimed tbat the patent covers the entire 
ground of manufacturing natural gas into an 
illuminant and that should the Philadelphia 
firm secure the right to use it a bitter competi- 
tion with the old gas companies here will com- 
mence, Mr. Isaac Catlin, of the Patent Office, 
states that Mr. Smith’s patent has priority over 
all others which aim at the same object. 

Mr. Smith's present achievement is the result 
ot efforts begun in 1883. In 1884 he applied for 
his patent and the authorities at Washiagton 
were absolutely puzzled to understand why or 
how natural gas could be used as Mr. Smith in- 
tended to uze it. Nosimilar applications had 
ever been made or talked of. He was request- 
ed to go to Washington. He went and had sev- 
eral old English patents relating toshale oiland 
cannel coal gas pointed out to him. After a 
long fight he was requested to divide his appli- 
cation into two—one for the manufacture and 
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another for the process of the gas. This was 
done and the result is as already stated. 
The nature of the invention has already been 


stated in these coiumns The leading feature 
is the bursting of the natural gas molecules by 
heat and mixing it with the finer gases. It is 
computed that the process will cheapen illumi- 
nating gas one-fifth.—Pittsburg Com. Gaz.

Natural Gas in Dakota. 


A dispatch from Fargo, Dakota, says: There 
is growing excitement here over the theory 
which is accepted that an abundance of natural 
gas is to be found in the Red River valley at an 
indefinite depth. Last summer a farmer, some 
miles from Fargo, in digging for water struck 
a vien of gas at a depth of about 125 feet, which 
came out with strong pressure and has con- 
tinued since with little variation On being 
lighted it flamed up twenty feet or more. It has 
just come to light that since then a syndicate 
has purchased the land of the farmer, bas had 
examinations made by geologists and experts 
secured abundance of capital, and now asks the 
city council for an exclusive franchise for 
twenty years. The local gas company also 


| comes forward, claiming that it has investigat 


ed the matter, and proposes to pay the city 
$50,000 bonus for the franchise six months after 
the existence of gas in sufficient quantities is 
demonstrated. The council has the matter un- 
der consideration. It is certain that the ques- 
tion will be tested at once and if the scientists 
are correct it will supply the great wants of 
this county—fueland motive puwer—and make 
Fargo a great manufacturing city, especially in 
the production of iron and steel, The experts 
claims that the gas lies under the rock ata 
depth of 1,800 feet or more,and that the vein 
already struck comes up through a fissure in 
the rock.

Petroleum as Fael. 


It is announced that a fleet of tank steamers 
ia being built by a Russian company to carry 
petroleum to Great Britain in bulk, but the 
speculation is not likely to bea remunerative 
one British steam users now know pretty 
definitely the relative value of coal and oil as 
steam raisers,and the evidence ia financially 
all in favor of the former. In Russia petro- 
leum is cheap, but after aJlowing tor risks and 
costs of transport ite cost in England is not 
likely to be less than a penny per gallon, or 
about £1 per ton, which is exactly twice the 
price of good steam coal. On this basis petro- 
leum would be too costly a fuel, for, weight 
for weight it would be 100 per cent more expen- 
sive than coal, while its evaporative efficiency 
has boen ascertained to be only 6) per cent. 
greater. Regarding the use ot oil as a fuel on 
board war ships a good deal of absurd writing 
is being indulged in by the organs of the oil 
companies in the United Kingdom. Oil on 
board war ships would be exceedingly danger- 
Ous. as ashell bursting among the oil tanks 
would produce the most disastrous results, so 
that with liquid fuel it would be necessary to 
protect the tanks. Coal, on the other band. is 
used in most war ships a protection, or an aux- 
iliary protection for the machinery. The Rus- 
sian venture will be watched with some inter- 
est.—Bradstreets.

How to Test Lubricating Oils 


A Cleveland firm of oil manufacturers are 
credited with writing the following article on 
lubricating oils, which appeared in Jast week's 
issue of the Baltimore Manufacturs Record: 

“The value of fire test in cylinder and all oi's 
is in the fact that they will burn out or evapo- 
rate when heated to their fire-test temperature, 
leaving the cylinder dry, and result in a grind- 
ing or wearing of piston and cylinder, that 
would soon ruin an engine. In machinery oils 
in addition there is the liability of fire from 
heated bearings. The method of determining 
fire test is briefly given as follows: The oil is 











putina tin cup holding about four ounces, 
filing it within one-quarter inch of the top. 
In this is suspended a thermometer to dete re 


mine the heat. The cup is then put into a 
larger cup filled with sand, a spirit lamp placed 
under the sand, and the temperature of the oil 
raised at the rate of 4 or 5 degrees a minute to 
a temperature known to be above its fire test. 
It is then lowered 2 or 3 degrees a minute, and 
a lighted taper is then passed across the top, 
and the highest point of heat at which the oil 
will not ignite or burn determines the test. 
The flash test is 30 to 40 degrees below the burn- 
ing or fire test. What is meant by flash test is, 
in passing the taper over the oil, the flame will 
ignite, but go out. The ordinary temperature 
of a steam cylinder is very high, especially 
where super-heated steam or dry heat is used. 
The object in having a cylinder oil as high fire 
test as possible is, there is less waste to the oil; 
for an oil of low fire test at the heat ofa cylin- 
der, would vaporize or burn, and destroy the 
life or body of the oil. 

The gravity of an oil is of the utmost im- 
portance, and in buying should be looked after 
carefully, as this indicates the real wearing 
body. Gravity rhould be obtained in a legiti- 
mate way, and only through distillation, and 
not, as is often done, by adding resin oil and 
other deleterious substances. An oil properly 
reduced by heat will have fire test proportion- 
ate with its gravity. In some cases, however, 
there are exceptions; for instance,a cylinder 
oil at gravity would have a greater body 
than an engine oil at 26, as itis made of differ- 
ent materials, but in all oilsof the same class 
and quality there are no exceptions. 

A cylinder oil at 27 gravity has 20 per cent. 
more wear than one at 28, and likewise for 
engine oils, machinery oils, etc. The process 
for determining gravity is as follows: A cup, 
15 or 16 inches high, is filled with the oil; a hy- 
drometer is then placed in it, and the further it 
sinks, the lighter the gravity ot oil. Ten de- 
grees is the gravity of distilled water, and the 
lightest gravity we have is 90, or the gravity of 
90 gasoline. It will be reudily seen that the 
nearer gravity an oil is to distilled water (10), 
the heavier body and more wear it has. 

In cylinder oils there sre two grades demand- 
ed by the consumer—one for high pressure, 
fast-running stationary engines, where good 
fire test and body is desired, and one for use 
where they carry a heavy steam pressure and 
an oil with extra low gravity, bighest fire test 
and the best body is desired regardless of color. 
Such an oil is needed for water-works, mining 
and railroad engines. 

The value of a lubricant depends on its fitness 
for the work to be performed, Cylinder oil is 
worthless as a machinery lubricant, and ma- 
chine vil used in a cylinder is not only useless, 
but dangerous; and even a first-class spindle 
oil fails to keep the journals of heavy machin- 
ery cool. 

Perfect lubricating oils should havea fire 
test of 400 or more for machinery oils and 550 
or more for cylinder use: should be free frum 
all vegetable apd animal oils, and possess the 
greatest degreee of fluidity consistent with 
keeping it on its bearings. Also a cold test 
when used in cold climates. 

The center of the manufacture ef lubricating 
and illuminating oils,and the leading source of 
supply, is Cleveland, Ohio. which, besides its 
extensive rail and water transportition facili- 
ties, hasa pipe line, consisting of a six-inch 
iron pipe, covering a distance of more than 200 
miles, constructed at a cost of $600,000, and 
capable of transporting 12,006 barrels of crude 
oil per day. 

There are presentin Cleveland 3) refineries, 
covering an area of 500 acres, with stills, tanks, 
etc., capable of refining 18,000 barrels per day, 
and representing a capital of nearly $5,000,000. 
Besides these there are 14 jobbing houses. The 
shipments over two railroads alone are so large 
as to have made necessary the erection of a 


special depot, the number of cars loaded some- 
times reaching 100 per day.

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Dispute over the Delivery of a Cargo 
of Pitch. 

The Loudon Journal of Commerce contains 
tne following editorial remarks concerning a 
question as to the delivery of pitch, which has 
agitated the English trade and finally got into 
the courts: 

“Pitch is imported and exported, and has 
occasionally caused great trouble in extracting 
from the hold. In many cases the tubs, or 
cakes, stick together and have to be broken 
out. The pitch, which is obtained from as 
phalt at Trinidad, when exposed to heat has 
flown to the leeside and consolidated the cargo 
so firmly that it has had to be dug up at con- 
siderable cost. Bitumen pitch is of a solid 
nature, and if stowed with ease should present 
no difficulty in discharging. The Swedish and 
Norwegian pitch, which is obtained from the 
wild pine tree, is dry and impregnated with 
resin. The half barrels of Burgundy pitch 
from Norway are well known io commerce, and 
these are safe to convey. The pitch which is 
made from gus tar becomes hard, but is liable 
to melt from heat. This stuff is shipped now in 
a fluid or semi-fluid state. When any kind of 
pitch oozes from barrels it causes a large part 
of the cargo to adhere together and to stick 
against the skin of a vessel. We heard of an 
instancein which the charge for getting the 
cargo out of the hold exceeded the freight to be 
paid. On the 2d inst , in the Queen’s Bench Di- 
vision, an appeal was heard that involved two 
points. (1) When is@tcargo ‘‘alongside,”’ and (2) 
if it isin a ligbter or in trucksand ‘ ecomes ama!- 
gamated, who is to pay for the expense of dig- 
ging it out? Holman and others, owners of the 
ship City of Exeter, sued Dasnieres, the char- 
terer, for increased expenses of shipment. The 
cargo was to ve shipped at Cardiff, brought 
alongside” the vessel, and put on board by the 
master as fast as it was received. It was said 
to be the firat cargo of pitch brought to that 
port for shipment. About balf of the cargo 
was conveyed by water and brought alongside 
bv lighters; the other half was brought down 
by railway and was placed on the quay in 
trucks. When loaded it was in Jumps, which 
could have been thrown out with facility. But 
a fire on board the ship caused a deluy, in the 
course of which the sun came out hot and the 
p:tch was 80 far meited as to be thrown into « 
half congealed mass, which had to be dug out 
of the trucks and carried for a distance of 
about twenty-seven feet to the ship; and this 
was done by the crew and caused certain ex- 
perse which the ship owner sougit to recover 
in this action. When tried before Justice Den- 
man the jury found that the cargo was practi- 
cally alongside when tbe trucks were as near to 
the vessel as they could reach, and against that 
decision the cause was appealed to the Queen’s 
Bench, before Judges Grove and Stephen. The 
question left to the jury it was considered had 
been rightly directed and answered. The pitch, 
it was mentioned, was semi-solid and varied io 
its condition according to the state of the 
weather. After exposure to the sun the pitch 
in the railway trucks on the quay, from heat- 
ing, could not be tilted or tipped into the ship’s 
hold. Had the trucks been hoisted on to the 
deck of the ship that would not have facilitat- 
ed delivery, and even then the digging process 
would have to be resorted to. In the opision 
of the court it made no difference whatever as 

mB°Mer the trucks were 27 feet from the 

*~ctnally alongside. The ownersof tle 
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ship did not, and do not, see the affair in this 
light. They calculated on the pitch being 
loose and easily taken from the trucks, and, in 
the language of thé charter party, shipped as 
fast as it was brought alongside. It was im- 
possible to comply with the agreement when 
cargo was presented that could not be readily 
handled. Mr. Justice Stephen said that the cause 
had been fought upon a falseissue, which was as 
to whether the contract had been complied with 
in not bringing the trucks alongside the 
ve‘sel, Under the circumstances the question 
would have arisen as to which party shouid 
bear the cost of digging the pitch out from the 
trucks. The Court having declined to disturb 
the verdict, and held that there was no misdi- 
rection,this case will serve as a precedent. There 
were exceptional features, however, which 
take it out of the ordinary category. After the 
trucks were on the quay there wasa detention 
from fire, during which time the pitch suffered 
from exposure. It might be argued that the 
trucks should have been covered so as to shelter 
the pitch from the sun’s rays. Another query 
is, did the servants of the shipowners take 
possession of the cargo? Suppose the confila- 
gration bad caught the pitch, at whose risk did 
the cargo stand? The shipper may not have 
bis irterest insured from the effects of fire in 
transit and at the quay orinthedocks. After 
an event such as that described, in relation to 
pitch becoming solidified, a little experience is 
gained; but this special trade knowledge does 
not exten! far and wide. Fu!ly comprehend- 
ing this lack of information in quarters where 
special information should exist, we have 
drawn attention to this speciality in the ship- 
ment of pitch. It seems to be advisable to 
stipulate in contracts of affreightment as to 
whether pitch is to be received in a dry, loose, 
undetached, or in a condition of solidity, or 
moist.”

Wild Hops and “ Hopeine.” 


A correspondent of the Phar. Jour. and 
Trans., who has made an effort to get supplies 
of wild hops from America to experiment on 
**hopeine,”’ gives his experience as follows: 


“Assooa as we heard of a doubt being en- 
tertained as to the bona fides of hopeine, we at 
once endeavored to ascertain whether hopeine 
could really be obtained from the Arizona wild 
hops, as claimed by the Concentrated Produce 
Co., Limited, and in order to clear up the inat- 
ter we wrote out to Am¢rica to get a supply of 
the hops in question. Inreply to our inquiries 
we received a letter from the well known 
American botanist, Professor Asa Gray, which 
will beyond question show that what the com- 
pany said as to hopeine being extracted from 
American wild hops is open to serious doubt, 
for it appears to be difficult if not impossible, 
to collect wild hops in any quantity. Professor 
Gray says:— 

‘There is hardly a doubt that all the hops 
raised in North America are originally from 
plants introduced from Europe. If these will 
answer the purpose it would be easy to havea 
sufficient quantity of American grown hops 
sent to London—still easier to obtain them in 
the London market. But if hops from the na- 
tive Humulus lupulus are desired, this will not 
be easy. They grow indeed in ascattering way 
along the banks of certain streams, from Oan- 
ada West to New Mexico, probably also in Ari- 
zona, but, if there, certainly in the secluded 
mountains only, and being dicecious they can 
only now and then be found in fruit. Ihave 
myself seen the plant growing wild, but never 
in such a way that I could have gathereda 
pound of dried hops. 

‘If Messrs. Christy & Co. think such a sample 
would be of use I will ask some of our western 
botanists to look after it next summer. 


‘If it be true that the hop yields an alkaloid 
analogous to morphia, it is a most unexpected 
discovery. *(Signed) ASA GRayY.’ 


“ We have, in reply, written fully explaining 
our reasons for requiring a supply of the wild 
hops. and we hope that the professor will be 
able to collect us a few pounds, which quantity 
though small, may prove suflicient to settle 
this matter. 

“From what has transpired this week we are 
led to believe that the introduction of hopeine 
as being a product of hops is, to use the words 
of Dr. Paul, ‘a piece of foolish impudence that 
almost passes belief.’”’

The market since our last bas assumed un 
easier tone, owing in part to the slack demand 
from the country, together with a disposition 
on the part of speculators to unload their 
stocks provided buyers of sufficient quantities 
could be found who would pay prices near 
current values. Early in the week a lot of 
7500 ozs which has been held for some months 
past, was placed at a price about which no two 
agree; by some it was stated to have been 57}¢c, 
while others claim it was 59c, but considering 
there are others who are willing to release 5000 
or 10,C00 ozs at 59c, it is evident the inside figure 
given is nearer the mark.

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Flowers. 
Arnicas are jobbIng moderately at from 10@ 
120 per pound. In German camomiles there 
has been considerable business transacted in 
the aggregate, although the undivided sales are 
said to have been of limited quantities; prices, 
however, are as given below. Insect flowers 
are in moderate jobbing request, and we note 
the sale of three bales half closed flowers weigh- 
ing 1200 Ibs at 23%4c. Lavenders are algo in 
good request at from 334@éc as to holder and 
quality.

There ie but little change in the general situ- 
ation. Retailers in most sections have been 
doing a good trade and have been buyinga 
little more freely for reassortment, so that in 
the aggregate the distribution from second 
hands has been fairly satisfactory. Jobbers’ 
purchases, however, have heen closely propor- 
tioned to actual wants, and there has been no 
decided activity in any branch of the package 
trade. Arabics are in better demand than they 
were when we last wrote and although holders 
here have as yet made no alterations in their 
quotatiogs, prices are much firmer under the 


late advices from abroad to the effect tkat 
there are no offerings and the fact 
that the available supplies here are being 
reduced. The range of quotations in 
the market is still below the present 


cost to import, and dealers therefore look fora 
decided advance in the near future. Traga- 
canths are in much the same situation, and 
further than a moderately active demand for 
jobbing parcels there is little or nothing doing. 
The last sales of gum in London are reported 
as follows: Of 44cs ammoniacum 2 pkgs only 
partly blocky dark and mixed with seed were 
sold at 30s per cwt. An offer of 42s for 4 cases 
good yellow drop small and bold mixed was re- 
fused, whi'e 45s is asked for fine pale grain, and 
85s for good, but more or less woody block. As 
regards aratic the better qualities of Turkey are 
still held at prices too high to induce business; 
an offer of 102s 6d for fine pale Cape gum, sift- 
ings and small drop mixed, was declined by the 
broker; Amrad and Aden remain without in- 
quiry, and the only parcel sold was one of fine 
Aden siftings, which realized 45s per cwt. A 
sorrier show of Benjamin than that offered 
yesterday is not frequently met with. It con- 
sisted of ten cases common, false packed Pa- 
lembang, which found a purchaser at 29@34s 
per cwt. Four cases dragon’s blood of low 
quality, cakes in reed—a mode of packing 
which has lately become familiar—were bought 
in at 90s. Elemi, good whitish quality, is held 
at 40s, somewhat above market value. Of gam- 
boge a few cases were sold, fair, rather dark 
pipe, partly run, at £12; dark and discolored 
ditto at £8 108. A good quantity of myrrh, 
numbering altogether 98 packages, was cata- 
logued, but, receiving no attention whatever, 
the whole was bought in. £7 5s is asked for 
good pale selected Aden, 

The latest advices from Hiogo report that 
market as regards camphor as follows: Cam- 
phor has received considerable attention dur- 
ing the last two months. February opened 
with $17 60, then crept up dntil $18 60 was 
reached early in March. Since then the mar- 
ket bas remained steady. At the close it shows 
much weakness, buyers holding off and stocks 
being on the increase. Purchases in February 
amounted to 3,100 viculs, and in March to 2,400 
piculs. Of this market there is naught of in- 
terest to report, the demand being of a purely 
jobbing nature, and quotations rule nominally 


the same. . 


Herbs and Leaves. 

No marked improvement in the market has 
taken place, although for jobbing parcels there 
is a better inquiry experienced, Buchu leaves 
are nominally unchanged and are moving fair- 
ly within the range of our quotations. The 
following is a report of the last public in Lon- 
don: “There was a good assortment, compris- 
ing altogether 52 bales, mostly of the round 
variety, and of fresh appearance. One bale 
long n rrow leaves externally stained realized 
9d per lb, 4 bales round 2@2d for good green, 
1344 for broken leaves.”’ Coca leaves are still 
rather quiet and are quoted at 35@40c, as to 
holder and quantity. Laurel are moving stead- 
ily in jobbing parcels; we get the sale of 5 bales 
at 334c. The firm position previously noted of 
sennas is well maintained, though the market 
has undergone no special change since our last 
review. From London under late date we get 
the following report: “Senna continues to 
maintain its high value. There was rather a 
fair supply of Alexandria, one lot of which— 
fine, picked, green leaves—is held at Is 3d per 
lb. Tianevelly sold at '@834d for very fair pale 
green leaf of medium size. and 244@3d for com- 
mon dark, partly damaged.”’ 


Roots. 

For the general line a jobbing demand, 
though for rather limited quantities,is reported 
at figures which are nominally as given below, 
although in some instances offers for quantity 
would in al] probability result in some conces- 
sion from holders. Hellebore is in good sea 
sonable demand and the trading during the 
past few days bas been of considerable magni- 
tude, aggregating upwards of 16,(00 or 17,000 
pounds, 12.000 lbs of which was sold to out-of 
town buyers on private terms. These sales- 
have largely reduced the available stocks here 
and it is thought that any further demand will 
cause a decided advance. We quote at 6@8c as

for the powdered which is selling freely in job: 
bing lots. The demand for ipecac root is re- 
ported quite active and we get sales amounting 
to 700 or 800 pounds within the range of our 
quotations. Licorice is also in good request at 
unchanged figures. We get the following sales 
2,500 Ibs of select root at 13@15c and 1,000 Ibs of 
licorice in bundles on private terms. 


Seeds: 


For the week under review business has been 
of very moderate proportions. Considering 
the many harassments by which the distribu- 
tion of goods has been hampered and hindered, 
the resulta are neither unexpected nor disap- 
pointing. The retail trade having been more 
disturbed than previously, the demand by job- 
bers has been more uneven, a8 well as restricted 
to the absolute requirements of the current re- 
quest. As regards quotations, there are no 
fluctuations to report, dealers in the absence of 
demand having made no alterations in their 
figures. The inquiry for Smyrna Canary shows 
no improvement and the sales reported aggre- 
gate but about 250 bags at ruling rates. 250 of 
Russian hemp are reported sold at a shade un- 
der market rates. In some instances dealers 
report the demand for cardamoms as having 
in a measure improved, for case lots, 
but as yet prices rule without change. 
The London “Chemist and Druggist’’ reports 

that market as follows: ‘Spurious Star Anise 
has at last found a buyer in public sale,though, 
as he prudently bought through a broker, we 
regret being unable to give his name. The 
purchaser in question,after sharp competition, 
secured 10 bales sound at 22s 6d and 25 bales 
mouldy at 16s 6d per cwt. Other varieties are 
firm and in good demand at at 29@30s for Rus- 
sian and 30@40s for Levantine. Our trade in 
Canary has been very steady during the last 
fortnight; arrivals were limited to a few 
hundred bags Barbary seed, while deliveries 
to the home trade as well as for export 
were considerable. Our stocks are smaller than 
in previous years, and were it not for the abso- 
lute absence of speculation, higher values 
might have been ruling now. Our quotations 
remain unaltered; ordinary Turkish seed, 45s@ 
46s 6a, fine 48e@50s, Morocco, 50s@55e per 4¢4 
lbs. Spanish seed remains very firm,and as 
much as 80s is being paid for the same. The 
demand for caraway has been steadily main- 
tained, our requirements being still considera- 
ble until the new crop. Good seed on the spot 
has realized fully last values, and in some in- 
stances a small advance. Owing to the scarcity 
of inferior qualities, Dutch seed has had to take 
the place of ordinary Russian and Swedish 


seed. Cummin commands last values, 
Sixty bags dill from Bombay sold at 
6s per cwt. Fennel of new crop offered at 2ls 


@22 per cwt. Trade in Fenugreek keeps quiet 
and the demand is moderate, Linseed is lower 
owing to large arrivals, although it appears 
that the trade has fora long time been living 
from hand to mouth. Calcutta 39s6d ex ship; 
Bombay plentiful on spot, realizing only 40s 6d. 
Fine Dutch has lately been in demand at 52s 6d 
@55, according to quality per 424 lbs, but Sici- 
lian remains very scarce. For two boxes West 
Indian musk 9d per lb is asked. The trade for 
rapeseed remains steady, with but few arrivals 
of good seed. English seed without offers, 
French 468s@48 per 424 lbs, Crushing descrip- 
tions are neglected. 


Shellac 


Another decline has occurred in the price of 
shellac, and all the philosophy of holders is 
called into play as they calmly watch the 
bavoc the depressed condition of trade is work- 
ing with profits. As time passes holders evince 
agreater desire to ease themselves of their 
burden of stock, and they are prepared to 
make almost any sacrifice to awaken the inter- 
est of buyers. The latter,on the other hand, 
continue to display the utmost caution in their 
purchases, and cannot be induced to take 
more than they can use. The last decline was 
the result of an effort on the part of a holder 
of V 8 O to prevent orders from going out to 
Calcutta, it being rumored that orders for con- 
siderable quantities have been placed there re- 
cently by dealers who are short of stocks in 
various marks. The reduced quotations offer 
no temptations to buyers, and trade appears to 
be as dull as it was at this time last week. 
It is reported that a sale was made of 100 cs 
of the 200 cs SS which came in during the 
week, the price named being 13c, but this lacks 
confirmation. It was supposed to have been 
sold for out of town account. The London 
market at last mail advices was very quiet, the 
Easter holidays interfering with business. 
There was no public sale and only 150 chests 
were advertised for the auction for last week. 
The London “Commercial Record” of the 30th 
ult believes that the statistics for April, which 
were being compiled at that date, will be un- 
favorable.

Mr. G. A. Story, son of the senior member of 
the firm of Story, Redington & Co., now Ked- 
ington & Co., of San Franciso, is in the city and 
stopping at the Sturtevant House. 
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A Protection Society of Wholesale 
Druggists. 


The British and Colonial Druggist gives the 
particulars of a meeting of the London Whole- 
sale Drug and Chemical Protection Society, tre 
object of which is to prevent the robbery of 
wholesale druggists by their servants and 
others, each member being pledged that 
after having once given a man into custody he 
will not withdraw from the prosecution. The 
Society in January last successfully prosecuted 
four men for a systematic robbery of drugs 
from the warehouses of Messrs. Burgoyne & 
Company. Two of the prisoners were sen- 
tenced to nine months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labor, and the other two, who were the 
receivers, to double that term. . 

Some discussion followed, during which it 
was suggested that handbills setting out the 
resu!t of the above prosecutions should be cir- 
culated, in order that they might be posted up 
in the warehouses. 
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A Drug Store Raided by a Mob. 


On the day following the riot in Chicago last 
week, about six thousand rioters assembled in 
front of Samuel Rosenfeld’s drug store and 
surged toward the building with threats and 
violent language. ***Tear down the place!” they 
yelled, “Kill Rosenfeld, he's a police spy!” and 
other like expressions came from the throats of 
all. The fury of the mob was directed against 
the druggist because he had a telephone in the 
store, and they had an idea that Rosenfeld was 
giving “tips’’ to the police. The thoroughly 
frightened druggist took his family into the 
upper part of the house. The rioters rushed 
into the store and carried off everything that 
could be moved, and the police found it neces- 
sary to take the druggist and his family to the 
nearest police station in a patrol wagon to pro- 
tect them from violence. Considerable loss was 
sustained by the thieving operations in the 
store. 
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Gehe & Co.’s Semi-annaal Review. 


The following extracts from Gehe & Cv*’s re- 
port on drugs and chemicals, dated Dresden, 
April 1886, will prove of interest to our read- 
ers. 

Aloes—While arrivals of Curacao and Cape 
aloes were abundant during the past year, the 
true Barbadoes remained scarce, and the few 
small lots which reached London commanded 
high prices. Curacao aloes still suffer from 
want of uniformity in quality. Cape aloes va- 
ried from 34s to 41s per cwt. in London during 
July, but continued large supplies caused  de- 
cline to 29@30s. Recently there has been an ad- 
vance to 33s and the probabilities are that un- 
til August there will be a further advance. 

Arsenic—There was no chahge in the price of 
arsenic products at the Royal Saxon Works 
during the past year. They remained moder- 
ate and the sales were proportionate to the pro- 
duction of white and yellow arsenic and metal- 
lic arsenic. Red arsenic was scarce occasion- 
ally, and during the fall the supply was not 
equal the the demand. Nevertheless there was 
no advance, probably in order to give the Sile- 
sian works no motive for increasing their pro- 
duction of this variety. Recently samples of 
red arsenic were received from Spain, which 
were of a satisfactory quality. 

Asafoedita—With the exception of a decline 
in March, prices remained firm, as the large ar- 
rivals in London went into the hands of-specu- 
lators. The receipts were 1,440 cases, against 
delivery of 990 cases, leaving a stock of 810 cases 
on January 1. In case the large receipts con- 
tinue present prices can hardly be maintained, 

Balsam Copaiba— During the past year there 
was an abundant supply of all kinds of balsam 
copaiba, and prices. remained low. Recently 


large lots have only been received from Cartha- 






























gena and Angostura, while Para is becoming 
scarce and Maracaibo promises soon to be out 
of the market. Advices from Venezuela state 
that shipments can not be made at present 
prices so tbat this variety will probably ad- 
vance. 

Balsam Peru—As compared with former 
years, prices remained moderate.: The stocks 
in London are low, and if the receipts continue 
light there will probably be a further ad- 
vance, "% 

Benzoin.—Large receipts of Siam ‘benzoin 
caused a considerable decline. ~ Sumatra re- 
mained firm for good qualities, while medium 
gum was abundant. Good Palambang has be- 
come quite scarce, and is difficult to obtain. 

Camphor—After camphor had gradually ad- 
vanced from 53s to 58s in London during the 
first five months of last year, a sudden specula- 
tive muvement was developed which in June 
carried it up to 85s. As was to be supposed, 
this price could not be maintained, and forced 
sales in October brought only 7is6d. The ex- 
port from Japan shows a considerable decrease, 
for in 1885 only 21,199 piculs were shipped, 
against 30,365 piculs in 1584. The price there is 
still held at $1°@18 50 per picul. It is probable 
that China will export a larger quantity this 
year. The stock in London, about 7500 pkgs. 
on March Ist, is greater than the total receipts. 
—about 7000 pkgs.—during the past year, and 
unless it gets into the hands of speculators, re- 
fined camphor can be supplied at present prices. 

Cantharides.—Spanish flies have again- be- 
come excessively bigh on account of specu- 
lative purchases. While 75@95 rubels were paid 
at the fair in Poltawa and 100 rubel in Nishnif, 
120 rubel per pud were soon after asked in St. 
Petersburg. After no more were held in first 
hands in Russia, and none were offered from 
Hungary where only few were collected, the 
price was advanced to over 20 marks per kilo 
in Hamburg and London. Since January 
prices have decilned, 7s 6d being asked in Lon- 
don. It is advisable to lay in only what is nec- 
essary now, and wait for the new crop. Chinese 
cantharides were received in very small lots 
only at London, and found purchasers at 5@ts, 

Cardamoms.—The large arrivals of carda- 
moms, especially from Ceylon, caused a de- 
cline, and the value at the end of 1885 was about 
one-half that of the beginuing of 1884. The re- 
ceipts during 1885 were 2785 pkgs, and the de- 
liveries 2441, leaving a stock on March Ist of 
1052 pkgs. 

Wax.—Of the various kinds of wax, beeswax 
has best maintained its, value, because the re- 
ceipts from foreign sources were little great- 
er than during previous years, Tere 
have been complaints in Hamburg that 
certain varieties, especially those from West 
India and Africa, are now largely shipped 
to Spain and Portugal, while on the other hand 
the receipts of Brazilian wax, which is said to 
be equal to that from Chili, are increasing. 
Mineral and caranuba wax [have declined con- 
considerably. Japan wax is now received 
directly and in large quantity (about 300,000 Ibs. 
in 1885) in Hamburg, the chief markets having 
previously been in London and Holland. On 
account of the small production in 1884, Japan 
wax had become very dear, advancing from 
42s to about 803 per cwt.in London; since last 
fall the increased receipts have again 2aused a 
decline to 55s. The export from Hiogo in 1885 
was 13,707 piculs; in 1884, 9,316 piculs. $16.25- 
16.50 is still asked in Japan; the probabilities, 
therefore, are that there will be no further de- 
cline at present. 

Cinchona Bark—As compared with the 
changes experienced the in quinine and cin- 
chona bark trade in 1884, the past year was 
quiet. On account of the importance of the 
drug, and the variety of colliding interests, ad- 
vances and declines in the value of manufac- 
turers barks and of the product could not fail 
to take place, but such revolutions as were the 
order of the day a few years ago, were not ex- 
perienced. After the failure of the great specu- 
lation in the summer of 1884, manufacturers’ 
bark followed a downward movement until in 
November, 1884, it reached 5d per unit. Since 
then the market became more firm because the 
Ceylon planters declared that they could not 
exist on such prices aud because the revolution 
in Columbia seemed to cut off all supplies from 
that country. Howard's price for quinine in 
bulk was then raised froin 48 3d to 4s 5d per oz 
In 1885 this price was maintained only to Feb- 
ruary whena decline to 4s 2d again took place, 
Reductions continved from that time down to 
8s 2d at the end of July. In August an advance 
again took place, until on November 20th 3s 10d 
was reached, after which it again fell to 3s 2d 
at the close of the year. This gives about all 
the changes that took place. The product gen- 
erally declined in advance of the material, 
while the advance in barks was only slowly fol- 
lowed by the manufacture, and mostly not to 
the fullextent. The price of manufacturers’ 
barks, which in January, 1885, had advanced at 
the London auctions to 6@8d per unit, declined 
under the pressure of Jarge arrivals from Cey- 
lon, and pressing offers from importers to 4@ 
434din June. After July 5@6d was again ob- 
tained, Jesson account of the diminished re- 
ceipts from Ceylon, than the large purchases 
of American manufacturers, who tried to ad- 
vance the price of bark and keep down quin- 
ine, to make it impossible for the European 
manufacturers to export. When in the begin- 
ning of October. the stocks in London were 
69,000 packages against 80,000 at the beginning 
of the year, the market became more firm, and 
large sales mostly for America, which reduced 



























































































































































































































































the stock to about 62,000 packages, (forced an 
advance to 7@8d and even 84d. ‘Phe holders of 
bark and quinine pressed sales and at the end 
of November the unit had already reached 64@ 
7d. In December it again went down to 44@ 
5iéd after it had become known that the rapid- 
ly advanced value had caused enormous ship- 
ments from Ceylon. The shipments from 
there, from October Ist to December 3lst, 
reached 4,552,121 Ibs. against 1,690,781 and 1,643,- 
124 in the two previous years. With the gtea 
importance of theCeylon barks, which during 
each of the past two years supplied 
11% million pounds, which almost wholly went 
to London, the statistics of the medicinal barks 
in this market are worthy of notice, especially 
as France now only has an unimportant trade 
in barks compared with former years, and 
North America is mostly dependent upon Lon- 
don for its purchases. During the past 3 years 
we had in London:

During the present year the market still 
labored under the pressure of the large ship- 
ments from Ceylon, which up to Feb, 18th 
reached 5,753,368 Ibs, against 8,731,762 lbs in the 
previous year; the readiness, however, with 
which all lots put up at auction in London 
found purchasers kept the value of the unit at 
434@5}4d. It is claimed that this price is actu- 
ally too low, as the last deliveries from Ceylon 
consisted principally of low grade barks, 
whereby the increase of the London stock to 
65,336 pkgs was fully counterbalanced. A de- 
crease of the possible supply trom Ceylon may 
also be certainly expected, for only a much 
better price than the present can stop the in- 
creasing decline of the cinchona plantations in 
that country. The decrease of the London 
stock during the past few years, if continued, 
will give cause for reflection, especially if the 
heavy snowfalls of last winter in Europe and 
North America should be followed by an 
abundance of fever thissummer. But it isto 
to be considered that a decreased production in 
Ceylon has been predicted for several years 
without having taken place, and that the sup- 
ply of other barks is also of considerable im- 
portance. Though the East Indies supply only 
moderate quantities to the European market, 
the export of very rich barks from Java is still 
increasing, for in the season of 1884-85 it 
reached 1,321,569 Ibs, against 989,158 Ibs and, 
735,381 lbs in the two preceding years. In the 
present year large sales have already been 
effected in Holland; further sales are about to 
be made and many lots of Java bark now reach 
London. 

With the high percentage of quinine, from 
8-8 per cent, these barks are of comparatively 
great importance in the manufacture of quin- 
ine. In this year an increase in the better qual 
ities of Columbia barks is also expected, their 

‘export being favored by a high rate of ex- 
change. The cultiyated Calisaya barks, of 
which satisfactory sample lots have already 
been received in London, are also assuming 
greater importance. Other countries,e. g. 
Jamaica, have not thus far succeeded in gain- 
ing any importance in the cinchona trade. The 
reports recently published in several journals 
of the discovery of a cinchona forest near 
Rio, is also withoutimportance. Porto Cabello 
and Maracaibo barks have advanced since the 
stocks have been considerably reduced. Cin- 
chona rubra has recently arrived in larger 
quantities. The quality was somewhat better; 
the price however is unchanged and high. 

Saffron.—The saffron crop in Gatinais was 
satisfactory, while that of Spain is represented 
as being very unfavorable. The holders de- 
mand higher prices for the new product. Con- 
sumption bas thus far been limited to neces- 
gary requirement, and so prevented a further 
advance. If, however, there actualiy exists a 
deficiency of 40,000 kilos, a further advance will 
most likely take place.- In Italy the produc- 
tion of saffron is also said to be of some im- 
portance. 

Cubebs.—These maintained their high price, 
notwithstanding abundant receipts. In Lon- 
don prices advanced from January to April 
from £10 to £15, and remaiped at that latter 
figure to the end of the yer. According to all 
appearances the-consumption of this drug is 
increasing. 

Arnica flowers.- These flowers are now quite 
scarce. Recently there was a brisk demand 
from America, but on account of the too low 
prices of last summer, the last harvest was 
small. One year old stock would willingly be 
taken at higher prices if it could be obtained, 
After this year’s collection, prices will proba 
bly be better than théy have’béen Héretofore, 
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Chamomile (Roman).—There still remain 
small stocks of Belgian ware, which are fine 
white, but small, 

Chamomile (common).—The crop of. 1885 is 
now out, but older stock is willingly taken to 
satisty the demand for export. 


Pyrethrum.—The advance of Dalmation flow- 
ers after the appearance of last year’s’ crop in 
Trieste, which raised wild closed flowers from 
135 fi. to 165@170 fl. has been maintained, not- 
withstanding that the receipts were considera- 
ble. From June Ist, 1885 to March Ist, 1886, 504,- 
800 kilos were received in Trieste, of which 
861,800 kilos were sold leaving a balance of 
143,000 kilos, about as much as at the same time 
in 1885. It will depend upon the demand from 
North America whether present prices can be 
maintained. Persian flower could be had, but 
at a higher price than last year. 


Coca Leaves—For more than a year coca 
leaves have been an important article of com- 
merce, especially for Hamburg, where the re- 
ceipts from Bolivia, Peru and Truxillo, which 
three varieties are now distinguished, are con- 
centrated. After the enormous advance in the 
beginning of last year enormous quantities 
were received, 40 that prices declined until 
they were lower than before, During the first 
months of this year the receips at Hamburg 
were very large, and good Bolivian leaves have 
reached such a low figure that it seems advisa- 
ble to purchase now. 


Senna Leaves—These have advanced consid- 
erably because the receipts of Alexdrine leave 
have become sparse, and the last Tinnevelly 
crop is a failure. It is said that only 1,000 bales 
of the latter can be shipped to Europe against 
3,000 to 5,000 bales in other years. Alexandrine 
senna has advanced in the same measure, and 
as there is no prospect of early shipments from 
Egypt, it is quite certain that a further ad- 
vance will take place. 


Galls—Chinese galls advanced rapidly last 
fall, mostly on account of speculative manou- 
vering. The price was forced to 75 sh where it 
remains, and there is little hope of a decline be- 
fore the next campaign. Aleppo gails have 


,also advanced from 54-62sh in London; large 


stocks and little demand have prevented a fur- 
ther advance. 


Gum Arabic and Senegal—Since the Soudan, 
in 1883, tell into a state of anarchy, gum urabic 
has continually advanced. In the beginning of 
this year the price of natural gum reached 220 
sb per cwt. While at the beginning of 1885 there 
still remained in Trieste a stock of 855 serons, 
there were only 8 serons at the beginning of 
1886. It is to be feared that for some purposes, 
especially medicinal use,genuine Arabian ware 
will advance still further or be altogether want- 
ing. Senegal gum, which for many purposes 
gives the best substitute for gum arabic has 
also advanced considerably; good bas-du-fleuve 
advanced last year, from January to autumn, 
from 170 fcs to 225 fea in Marseilles, then to the 
end of the year to 235 fcs, and this year it is 2v5- 
300 fcs, notwithstanding that the new 
collection is abundant and of good quality. 


Shellac,—This article was subject to a further 
decline during the past year. The following 
table shows the stock, receipts, deliveries and 
prices in London during the past five years:

The first months of the present year brought 
further large receipts, and a further decline of 


‘6s for second orange and garnet, and 10s for 


button lac. The stock in London on March Ist 
last exceeded 60,000 cases, and fine orange, 
which until then maintained its price, could 
no longer hold but declined to 70@72s. Ac- 
cordingly all qualities have reached such a low 
figure, that they can hardly cover the cost of 
production. White, bleached sheliac is now 
also lower than ever before. 


Oil of Orange, Bergamot and Lemon.—The 
so-called Messina essences have rapidly ad- 
vanced in the beginning of this year. In 
the fall the price of oil of lemon and oil of 
bergamot advanced 15 to 20 per cent, but with 
the abnormally low prices this was hardly of 
any importance. In January a sudden ad- 
vance began, which ruised the price of these 
oils and that of orange oil about 70 to 80 per 
cent, and even 100 percent. The cause is said 
to be the small crop, the unfavorable weather 
in January, the heavy export of lemons and 
oranges, and speculation. The oil of bitter or- 
anges ig especially rare and high priced just 
now, but oil of sweet oranges is also very scarce 
in Italy and commands a higher price than oil 
6f lemon,” 
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Cod Liver Oil.—The good catch of last year js 2,538 cases, the deliveries 1,566 cases, so that the 


had brought moderate prices for medicinal oil. 
Steam oil opened at 115@120 kr., but declined 
then to 70@72kr. Later as the stocks became 
reduced, it again advanced to 75@80 kr, which 
was the closing quotation. Yellow medicinal 
oil began at 80 kr. and fell to 52 kr., closing at 
68 kr. This quality in good last year’s ware is 
out of the market. This year’s catch was mod- 
erate at first; soon the results improved and up 
to March 30th the catch In Lofoten and other 
places on the coast of Nordland amounted to 
87,600,000 cod and 59,000 tons of livers, against | 
24,100,000 cod and 42,000 tons of livers in the 
previous year. At the same time, 8,040 tons 
steam oil were produced in Lofoten, lhe qual- | 
ity of which is very fine. Since we must add to 
this the steam oil produced at other fishing 
piaces, and as the catch was not yet com- 
pleted and the result of the later fisheries in 
Finnland are to be considered, we may expect 
very low prices for steam oil. The first por- 
tions of it brought from 85@80 kr., soon it de- 
clined to 70 kr. and now it is even at 60 kr., 
under which price yellow medicinal oil which 
appeared very early this year can not be had. 
The greater quantity of this kind of oil does | 
notappear until in May. Japanese oil now 
offers a strong competition to the inferior var- 
ieties of cod liver oil. ; 
Opium.—Recent years have mostly brought 
low prices for Asia Minor and Turkish opium, 
for since the cultivation of madder has ceased 
in Asia Minor, ali those stretches of land have 
been planted with the poppy, which in addition 
tothe opium affords a good return in the 
seeds, It is natural, therefore, that with a 
favorable crop opium could be supplied at ad- 
vantageous prices. In 1884, when the produc- 
tion was 5,000 cases, the prices were moderate; 
they should haye been still more so last year, 
when 7,200 cases were produced. A brisk de- 
mand in October and November, however, 
caused an advance of 10 per cent tor Yerliin 
Smyrna from 90 p. to 100 p.; after this prices 
fell off again. The stocks of opium in Turkey 
and Asia Minor on March 1 of the present year 
were still estimated at 2,000 cases, an equal 
amount was held in London go that all de- 
mands until the next crop comes in can be 
supplied. Nevertheless the article is now very 
firm, partly because the plants have suffered 
from the cold and are still exposed to the 
dangers of adry spring and hot winds during 
ripening. Druggists’ qualities, such as Gueve 
and Heibazar are difficult to find in fine 
quality in Turkey, soft shipping for 
South America is also less abundant, 
because the Malatia and Salonichi of un- 
exceptional quality, have been harvested only 
in small quantity; with a brisk demand, these 
qualities brought high prices. For manufac- 
turing purposes there are abundant offers, and 
for this reason, the Persian opium, which ae 
declined from lis to 14s remained ‘unchanged, | 
notwithstanding only moderate receipts. 
Rhubarb—The assortment of Chinese rhu- 
barb remained limi'ed, although considerable | 
quantities were shipped from Shanghee. In the |

Ginger.—Of the various kinds of ginger, Ben- 
gal has suffered an extraordinary decline. 
While in 1884, it was still worth 50s, it suffered 
a reduction to 24s with the arrival of the new 
crop last year, and during the past few weeks 
the price has even fallen off from 21s to 163 6d. 
African ginger is at 22s about one half what it 
was a@ year ago; Cochin in fine q .ality suffered 
little change. Jamaica ginger still maintains a 
high price. The culture on Jamaica is said to 
be diminishing; the export during the past five 
years is estimated at only 7,036 cwt against 11,- 
219 cwt during the same period preceding. 

Benzoic Acid—The artificial benzoic acid from 


| toluol has again declined considerably during 


the past year. The reduction amounts to more 
than 25 per cent, while at the same time the 
quality is more uniform ana finer. Artificial 
benzoic acid from urine,on the other hand, has 
advanced, and will soon be a chemical rarity. 

Quinine Sulphate—The receipts of cinchona 
bark during the past year were almost sufficient 
tosupply the requirements for quinine, so that 
the stock in London, which is still left from the 
former high priced time, has hardly been dis- 
turbed, Fortunately the danger of a repetition 
of monopolistic experiments, accompanied by 
the sudden changes and final catastrephes is less 
to be feared than furmerly. The bark market 
has become more regulated. In place of the 
unreliable South American shippers who were 
more or less dependent upon the importers on 
account of advances in money, we now have a 
regular supply of bark from the plantations of 
Ceylon, which are on a large scale and ration- 
ally conducted. 

There are other reasons why we may look to 
the future with greater confidence. Quinine 
does no longer offer the same attraction for 
speculative operations, because it can be no 
more looked upon as an indispensable medica- 
ment. By the advance of science products 
have been obtained which in their effects rival 
with quinine, and have considerably influenced 
its consumption. Thalline and antipyrine have 
already gained prominence, especially the lat- 
ter, the consumpticn of which we estimated at 
about 4 that of quinine in Europe. sea 

Cocaine—The demand for this new alkaloid is 
still extraordinary.

The past week has been one of the dullest that 
has been experienced since the beginning of the 
year. Buyers, as a rule, are only purchasing 
such quantities as current wants may require. 
As pending the unsettled condition of affairs 
throughout the country, none apparently are 
willing to engage in any new enterprises or 
Ppurvhase stocks in excess of present needs. 
Soda ash is quiet, and the same may be sald of 
caustic soda. Bleaching powder is weak and 
dull, under conflicting rumors from abroad. 
Late mail advices from Widnes says :—* The 
arrangement made some little time ago between 
Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co. and the leading 
Widnes alkali manufacturers has already falien 
through, Stated broadly, the agreement was to 
the effect, that in consideration of the Leblanc 
soda makers refraining from the erection of 
ammonia soda plant on a manufacturing scale, 
Measrs. Brunner, Mond & Co. would not extend 
their works beyond the additions which were 
already in process of eréction, But before this 
restriction cou/d have any practical effect the 
arrangement was broken through by at least 
two of the Leblanc soda makers who com- 
menced the erection of ammonia soda plant. 
and two ethers were evidently preparing to do 
the same thing. Messrs. Brunner, Mond & Co. 
have, therefore, found it necessary to intimate 
that under these circumstances they do not 
consider themselves bound by the terms of the 
agreement. This, taken in conjunction with 
the probable collapse of the Bleaching Powder 
Association at the end of the year, seems to 
point to a severe struggle for existence be- 
tween some of the manufacturers, when the 
weakest must necessarily go to the wall,” It 
was reported that a special meeting of the bleach 
manufacturers would be held in London on the 
7th, but so far no eables have been received 
confirming this report. Sol soda is weak, while 
chlorate of potash has been advanced under 
reports of a higher market abroad. The other 
light chemicals are all steady and few changes 
are noted below. Mr PD B McCulloch, in his 
circular under date of Liverpool, April 29, 
says: “Notwithstanding the interruption caused 
by the Easter holidays, there is a better feeling 
and more doing in some chemicals, A large 
business in caustic soda at improving prices. 
Soda ash and salt cake dull and unchanged 
Bleaching powder easier. Sulphate of copper 
lower. Chlorate of potash scarce and in active 
request. Nitrate of soda very low. Sulphate 
of ammonia continues to be pressed for sale, 
prices have 4eclined daily in the absence of 
buyers. Quotations somewhat nominal.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool brands is in light demand at the mo- 
ment, the bulk of the arrivals being under con- 
tract for consumption, very little new business 
is reported. Buyers are only purchasing to 
cover current wants, as none of them desire in 
the present unsettled state of the labor market 
to enter into contracts extending beyond this 
fire. Shipments are light, hence the small 
stock available either on the spot or on way 
for prompt delivery. Values, however, con- 
tinue to rule steady at 1 30@I 42i¢c as to brand 
and quantity, with sales of 75 tons within the 
range. High test is in better stock, the free 
arrivals to outside holders has a tendency to 
depress va'ues to some extent. Sales are re- 
ported of 50 tons at 1 20@1 25c as to brand, quan- 
tity and holder, also 25 tons in jobbing orders at 
1 2734@1 800 as to quantity. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, has been wanted 
only ina limited way during the week. As 
nearly all of the large buyers are under con- 
tract for their monthly supplies, very little new 
business is reported at the moment. Values 
are steady and in the absence of any active de- 
mand are nominally quoted at 1 256@! 350, as to 
brand and quantity. High test is very dulland 
weak at 120@1 25c, as to make, quantity and 
holder. Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co, in their 
circular under date of April 29th, in speaking 
of the Liverpool market say: ‘Market contin 
ues very dull, and inquiry is of the most limit- 
ed description.

Stocks asa rule in con- 
sumers’ hands are light as is shown by the 
placing of these orders to cover their wants 
during the present fire. No disposition is 
shown by them to contract for next season’s 
fire pending the unsettled condition of the 
labor question. There are several steamers on 
way. but neither of them have very large car- 
goes, consequently no pressing of goods on the 
market is expected to follow. High test is in 
the same position with sales of 175 tons 53 per 
cent reported for shipment at 1 20@1 22440 as te 
quantity, make and date of shipment. 

Alkali 33 per cent, is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand, with sales of 30 tons rep prtsd 
to arrive at | 250, while for lots from store | 309 
ig quoted.

of delivery. The arrivals of high test BM 
have been large during the week, the bulk 
being ‘under contract for consumption; very 
little finds its way on the market. For sbip- 
ments during May, June and July there hae 
been only a moderate demand, with sales re 
ported of 550 tons at ! 1744@1 20c as to quantity 
and date of shipment; also 250 tons on the spot 
in lots at 1 20@1 30c, as to quantity and holder. 
The other high test refined alkalies are dull 
and neglected at the moment, with prices nom- 
inally quoted at 1 40@150c as to brand, quan- 
tity and holder.

Canstic soda 60 per cent is meeting with the 
usual consumptive demand with sales of 250 
dms reported for shipment at 2 65@2 67}4c, as to 
brand and quantity. The demand for high test 
bas been limited during the week as about all 
of the large consumers are stocked up at the 
moment and do not care to make further pur- 
chases even if concessions are made for lots on 
jock. Shipments to the West bave been tem- 
porarily checked pending the strikes. Late ad- 
vices from adroad report the home market as 
being firmer, with prices quoted considerable 
above those ruling here. The sales comprise

Brunner & Co, in speaking of the Liverpool!

and at the close there is nothing under the 
higher figure, while several makers are holding 
for 28 10s. In one case £873 6d was paid on 
American order, but American orders are very 
scarce. We quote: ‘0 per cent £7 63 34@7 7 6 
74 per cent £9 5s, 76 per cent £11 2s 6@11 5.” 

Sal soda, English, has ruled very quiet dur- 
ing the week, the recent arrivals having sup- 
plied the immediate wants of consumers, For 
spot lots they are quoting 85@90c, while for 
shipments and lots on way 7734@80c is named, 
as to brand and quantity. The sales comprise 
150 tons within the range. Late mail advices 
report the foreign markets as being weak and 
dull. 

Sal soda, American—There has been rather 
more inquiry, a8 many of the large consumers 
in the west have been obliged to replenish their 
depleted stocks during the week.

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The Manufacture of Soda Ash at Syr- 
acuse, N. Y. 
[Specially contributed to the OIL, PAINT AND 
DrvuG REPORTER.) 

In the fall of 1881, the Solvay Process Com- 
pany was incorporated under ‘the laws of the 
State of New York, with a capital of $300,000, 
for the purpose of making soda asb or carbo- 
nate of soda under the patents of the Messrs. 
Solvay, and by the process as perfected by 
them and employed in their works in Belgium, 
France, Germany, Austria and Russia, as aso 
by their licensees in England. This process is 
the so-called ammonia process, in distinction 
from the Le Blanc process, The incorporators 
of the American company were: Hon. Rowland 
Hazard of Rhode Island, and Messrs. Wm. B. 
Cogewell, Wm. A. Sweet, Earl B. Alvord and 
Geo. E. Dana, of Syracuse. A tract of jand 
containing about 50 acres, was purchased and 
work begun on the buildings in September, 
1881. The site selected fur the works on this 
land in Geddes, about threc miles we st of Syr- 
acuse, combines good facilities both for receiv- 
ing the raw materials and supplies for the man- 
ufacture, and for shipping tbe finished product 
either by rail or vanal, The tracks of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad enter 
the yard, and the Erie canal passes the ship- 
ping room doors, The work was diligently 
prosecuted and the capital from time to time 
increased, until in January, 1884, the manufac- 
tory was put in successful operation witha 
capital of $500,000. For the first few months 
the greatest difficulty was experienced in teach- 
ing the men their duties, As the work is dif- 
ferent from that in any establishment in this 
country. this could only be done by the con- 
stant and patient supervision of the small corps 
of assistants who had studied in the French 
works of Messrs Solvay & Cie. 

With the hot weather of 1884, came many 
troubles and difficulties which were not thor 
ouxhly understood at the time, but which bave 
since been corrected and overcome, The works 
started January 10th, 1884, and Bhould have run 
continuously, night and day. Out of a possible 
355 days they actually ran 332 days, and pro- 
duced about 11,000 grows tons of 58 per cent al- 
kuli in the firet year. 

By an accident in January, 1885, which 
destroyed the roof of the main building, the 
works were closed for 30 days. Since that 
time, however, they have been in continuous 
and successful operation. The production of 
58 per cent alkali for the year 1885 was about 
15,000 gross tons, notwithstanding the serious 
interruption in the early part of the year. 

Early in the year 1885 arrangements were 
made to erect a second building, which should 
more than double the output of the works. 
Improvements and perfections were also made 
in the original plant, by which a much greater 
efficiency was obtained. The work on the new 
buildings was vigorously pushed, and was 
finally brought to completion early in Febru- 
ary of the present year, and the works were 
successtully started. Since that time the pro- 
duction of 53 per cent alkali has been at the 
rate of nearly or quite 40,000 gross tonsa per 
year. The capital of the company was again 
inoreaged and is now $1,0°0,.00.

Attention is particularly called to the use of 
limestone instead of lime. This has entirely ob- 
viated some of the most serious difficulties en- 
countered in the use of Solvay process 58 per 
cent alkali.

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Glycerine from Cottonseed Oil. 


The Southern Glycerine and Stearine Works 
was organized in New Orleans about four 
months ago, by Mr. Rudolph Giebermann, and 
has a capital of $200,000, half of which is owned 
in Chicago. The special work of this factory 
will be the extraction of glycerine from cot- 
tonseed oi], which usually contains 10 per cent 
of the former. For many years chemists doubt- 
ed the existence of this product in cottonseed 
oil, but Mr, Giebermann, noticing that the dif- 
ficulty of making soap out of cottonseed oil 
arose from the fact that it contained a large 
percentage of glycerine, devoted years of study 
to the fact, which finally resulted in the inven- 
tion of apparatus requisite for its separation 
from cottonseed oil. This invention was at 
once secured by a Chicago firm, which enabled 
him to use great quantities of cottonseed oil. 
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Dissolving Coal Tar Colors. 


Drs. Benedikt acd Knecht, in their recent 
work on coal tar colors, discuss the use of 
acetic acid and alcohol (methylated spirite) as 
solvents. It is well known that lime saltsin 
the water used for dissulving colors tends to 
the precipitation ofthe coloring matter. The 
purest water obtainable should, therefore, be 
used, otherwise it is advisable to neutralize the 
water by adding a few drops of acetic acid. 
Coloring mattera which readily dissolve in hot 
water are often barely soluble in cold, andon 
cooling neparate out again. <All methylated 
spirits used for dissolving purposes should be 
of a concentrated character, else the impurities 
they contain, such as aldehyde and acetone, 
will injuriously affect the dyes. A small quan- 
tity of aldehyde ie sufficient to change a red 
shade of magentaintoa violet. Other colors, 
notably violet soluble in spirit, are similarly 
affected. This constitutes a ready method of 
testing the quality of spirits in use. For ex- 
ample, dissolve small lots of magenta in pure 
spirit, and also in the methylated spirit you are 
testing, bring both liquids to the same degree 
or strength of color by dilution of one of 
them, and compare the shades. If the spirits 
betray a purple shade of color they are impure, 
and unquestionably contain a proportion of 
acetone or aldehyde. 

The evaporation that proceeds from meth- 
ylated spirits should be guarded against, or, at 
least, the loss minimized by discarding open 
vessels. Copper boilers of acapacity of several 
litres, and provided with a screw-down lid, on 
tbe principle of a “Papius digester,”’ but witha 
safety valve attached to the lid, are considered 
the best for the purpose, 

The boiler containing the coloring matterand 
the spirits is placed in boiling water, which 
causes the formation of aconsiderable pressure 
in the interior, which is explained by the fact 
that pure alcohol boils at 78.4 deg. C , and water 
at 100deg. Consequently for absolute alevbol 
the pressure would represent more than two 
atmospheres, and solution is secured much 
more rapidly by this method than by any other. 

Some coloring matters, especially bluc insol- 
uble in spirit, are necessarily precipitated in 
some measure, but generally insuch a fine state 
of division, that they are assimulated evenly by 
the fibre. When a color is found to be but 
sparingly soluble in water and in strong 
methylated spirits,it is advisable to try whether 
it will not dissolve in a mixture of the two liq- 
uids, as there exist ceveral coloring matters 
which dissol\e better in a 50 per cent solution 
of metbylated spirit,than in either water cr 
spirit alone.—Dyer and Calico Printer.
